Regular Activities 


DURING THE YEAR 1952, WHICH WAS ONE OF THE MOST ACTIVE IN THE HIS- 
tory of the Town, the Board of Selectmen held 48 regular weekly meetings, 
26 special meetings, 15 meetings jointly with various departments and com- 
mittees, and 22 public hearings. The Board issued 131 licenses, granted 273 
permits, made 146 appointments and appointed 360 election workers for the 
four elections held during the year. The Selectmen approved a total of 862 
Treasury Warrants upon which a total of $4,222,167.86 was expended for the 
payment of departmental payrolls and bills together with maturing debt and 
interest due. 


Police Department 


Thomas J. McEvoy was appointed Sergeant effective January 27th and 
his name was first on the eligible list established by Civil Service following the 
promotional examination which was held on July 31, 1951. 

Francis E. Fitzgerald, permanent patrolman, resigned effective February 
205. 192. 

Joseph M. Connolly and Walter L. Burke were appointed permanent 
patrolmen to fill the vacancies caused by the promotion and the resignation. 

The following were appointed permanent patrolmen effective April first, 
as authorized by Article 21 of the 1952 Annual Town Meeting and they were 
the top six on the Civil Service eligible list: Harold W. Peterson, William T. 
Maloon, George F. Barnicle, Robert L. Jennings, Edward C. Garvin, John 
A. LaFrance. 

Edward K. Kadlik and Edward F. Krupski were appointed Reserve 
Patrolmen effective April 8th to bring the reserve force to its full strength 
of five. 


Town Meetings 


The Board received 111 Articles for the Annual Town Meeting of 1952 
and after consulting with the departments that sponsored Articles it was voted 
to include only 58 Articles in the warrant for the Annual ‘Town Meeting in 
March and to defer 53 Articles to a Special Town Meeting which was called 
for April 15th. 

For the Annual ‘Town Meeting, which was held in the Colonial Theatre, 
the Senior High School Auditorium was reserved and a two-way communi- 
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cation system was made available for all qualified voters who could not be 
seated at the theatre. 

During the year four other Special Town Meetings were held to act 
upon a total of 29 Articles. These meetings were held on April 15th, June 
16th, September 9th and December 9th. 

The December 9th meeting was called by the Selectmen only after a 
petition, signed by 400 voters, was submitted to them. 


Traffic Rules and Orders 


Following Public Hearings, the Selectmen made, adopted and estab- 
lished the following amendments to the Traffic Rules and Orders, all of 
which have been approved by the State Department of Public Works, ‘Traffic 
Division: 

1. At the intersection of Washington Street and South Avenue, a Stop 
Sign to face northbound drivers on Washington Street and a Stop Sign to face 
southbound drivers on Washington Street. 

2. Prohibit parking of Vehicles on both sides of Morse Street and 
Church Street from East Central Street to Common Street on week days (not 
on Sundays) . 

3. Prohibit parking of vehicles on the West side of South Oak Street 
from Worcester Street to the intersection of Gannett Road and Rhode Island 
Avenue, and on the east side of South Oak Street from Worcester Street to 
Keane Road. 


Parking Meters 


The fees collected for the year 1952 amounted to $15,801.37 of which 
$1,771.16 was paid to the Duncan Meter Corporation applicable to the pur- 
chase price of the meters and $14,030.21 was transferred to the Natick Park- 
ing Meter Fees Reserve Account. 

On March 31, 1952 the meters were entirely paid for and from that 
date on all fees are retained by the town and the 350 meters are now owned 
by the Town of Natick.

The Parking Meter Fees Reserve as of December 31, 1952 amounts to 
$22,427.28 from which the 1953 maintenance costs shall be appropriated. 

In 1952 the cost to collect, count, wrap and deposit the fees and to repair 
and adjust the meters was $5,071.68, all of which was appropriated at Town 
Meetings from Parking Meter Fees Reserve. 


Gasoline and Fuel Oil Storage Licenses 


After Public hearings were held the Board granted the following licenses 
for increased storage capacity: 

1. Coan Brothers, 194 West Central Street, Fuel Oil Storage increased 
from 40,000 gallons to 90,000 gallons. 

2. J. Edwin Mitchell, 891 Worcester Street, Gasoline Storage increased 
from 7,000 gallons to 8,000 gallons. 

3. Zicko Brothers, 55 Middlesex Avenue, Gasoline Storage increased 
from 4,000 gallons to 6,000 gallons. 

4. Gulf Oil Corporation, 78 North Main Street, Gasoline Storage in- 
creased from 2,000 gallons to 11,000 gallons. 


Annual Town Report 


The 1951 Annual Town Report was received from the Lakeview Press 
on February 28th and was available to the voters well in advance of the 
business session of the Annual Town Meeting. This report won recognition 
in the October 1952 issue of ““Massachusetts Selectman” under the heading 
of suggestions for improving town reports by referring to this report for or- 
ganization, Selectmen’s report, and the Town Clerk’s report. 

The Selectmen voted to have 3500 copies of the 1952 Annual Town 
Report printed and advertised for bids for its printing. Six sealed bids were 
received and the Board voted to award the printing to the Wellesley Press. 
Inc., at a cost of 88 cents per copy totalling $3,080. 


Natick Safety Council 


During the year, twenty-six traffic matters were referred to the Natick 
Safety Council for study and a report. The Council’s recommendations in 
these matters have been of great assistance to the Selectmen in acting upon 
the many traffic matters arising in an ever growing town. 

Upon recommendations of the Safety Council the Selectmen sent five 
requests to the State Department of Public Works, all of which were denied, 
for the following to promote public safety on the Worcester Turnpike: Install 
delayed green in traffic signals at Oak Street and Grove Road; lengthening 
of existing delayed green in traffic signal at Speen Street; place a green arrow 
facing west bound traffic at Oak Street; closing of center reservation opening 
near the Sunoco Gas Station; erection of a sign over Worcester Street west 
of Grove Road, sign to be similar to the one installed at Oakland Street in 


Wellesley Hills. 
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Following the recommendations of the Safety Council the Selectmen re- 
quested the Natick Public Works to erect twelve “Children Go Slow” signs 
on several thru streets in the town. 


Street Lighting 

The Annual ‘Town Meeting of 1952 authorized the Selectmen to install 
seventy additional street lights this year. After checking each request the 
Board ordered the installation of forty-two 1000 lumen lamps, three 10,000 
lumen lamps, four 15,000 lumen mercury lamps to replace four 800 lumen 
lamps which were removed, four 15,000 lumen mercury lamps to replace 
present installations of 10,000 lumen lamps. These installations in total were 
equivalent to an addition of sixty-three lights. 

The Selectmen have requested an appropriation to install sixty addi- 
tional street lights in 1953 and also have submitted an article for the voters 
to determine whether or not they desire all night street lighting. 

The Board voted to have the street lights remain lighted until 2 A. M. 
on Thursday mornings, December 25, 1952 and January 1, 1953. 


Non Contributory Retirement 

Upon receipt of a favorable report from a medical panel the Selectmen 
voted to retire John H. Garvin, an employee of the Board of Public Works, 
due to physical disability, effective September 27, 1952, at an annual pension 
rate of $1,922.40 which represents 54 per cent of his annual salary rate of 
$3,560. 

Upon receipt of a favorable report from a medical panel the Selectmen 
voted to retire Frederick J. Slamin, an employee of the Board of Public 
Works, due to physical disability, effective October 4, 1952 at an annual pen- 
sion rate of $2,580.00 which represents 60 per cent of his annual salary rate 
of $4,300.00. 

Upon his written request, the Selectmen voted to retire Emil F. Harte 
from the Fire Department, after 30 years service, effective December 1, 1952 
at an annual pension rate of $2,405.00 which represents 65 per cent of his 
annual salary rate of $3,700. 


Filling of Vacancies in Elective Offices 

A joint meeting of the remaining members of the School Committee and 
all three Selectmen was held to fill the vacancy in the membership of the 
School Committee caused by the resignation of James C. Fair. At this meet- 
ing, D. Gregory Grogan of 60 Park Avenue was elected to fill this vacancy. 

A joint meeting of the remaining members of the Board of Park Com- 
missioners and all three Selectmen was held in the Selectmen’s rooms on Sep- 
tember 8th to fill the vacancy in the membership of the Board of Park 
Commissioners occasioned by the resignation of Herbert E. Halliday. At this 
meeting, Benjamin H. Mason of 3 Payson Road was elected to fill this va- 
cancy. 
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At a special meeting of the Board of Selectmen held on November 15th 
Ervine F. Whittaker of 142 Walnut Street was unanimously appointed ‘Tem- 
porary Collector of Taxes, in accordance with Chapter 41, Section 40, of the 
General Laws, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Clarence C. El- 
dridge; to serve until the next town election. 


Notes and Bonds 

During the year 1952 the Selectmen approved and signed 334 Notes and 
1023 Bonds for a total borrowing of $1,778,150 of which $391,250 was for 
temporary loans and $1,386,900 was for long term loans. 

Quartermaster Research Committee 

On December Ist the Selectmen appointed the following to serve on the 
Quartermaster Research Committee as a liaison committee between the 
Quartermaster and the Town of Natick: Louis A. Toepfer, 14 Speen Street, 
a member of the Finance Committee ; Norman N. Barlow, 70 Hartford Street, 
Chairman of the Long Range Planning Committee; Edwin H. Parkin, Jr., 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. Mr. Toepfer will serve as Chairman 
of this committee. 

New Voting Precincts Established 
At a special meeting held on December 31st, with all members present, the 

Selectmen, in accordance with the provisions of Section 2 of Chapter 2 of the 
Acts of 1938, established new voting precincts and adopted a report of their 
doings with a map of the precincts so established and the names and resi- 
dences of the registered voters therein. The Selectmen directed a copy of 
their report including the map and list of voters and number of Town Meet- 
ing Members to be elected in each precinct be filed with the Town Clerk and 
Board of Registrars and Board of Assessors and that a map and list of voters 
be posted at the following voting places: (1) High School; (2) Eliot School; 
(3) Brown School; (4) Congregational Church; (5) Lilja School; (6) Ben- 
nett-Hemenway School; (7) Harold Johnson School; (8) West Natick 
School.

Other Activities 
As authorized by the votes passed under Articles 15 and 14 of the 1952 
Annual Town Meeting the Selectmen adopted orders for taking of land on 
West Street for public school building and uses as described in the Articles 
and determined awards in the amounts of $33,500 and $1,000 respectively. 
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The Selectmen voted on September 22nd not to grant any permits for 
the use of sound system trucks in Natick for election purposes. 

During the year, after the Annual Town Meeting and in accordance 
with the Town By-Laws, the Selectmen settled five claims for damages against 
the Town totalling $287.93 which was transferred from the Reserve Fund 
by the Finance Committee for this purpose. 

As of June 30th the Selectmen revised the Jury List for 1952-1953. 
During the year twenty-two persons were drawn for Jury Duty at Cambridge. 
Marion B. Munroe of 22 Park Avenue was the first lady juror drawn in 
Natick and Katherine C. Wells of 211 Bacon Street was the first lady juror 
drawn from Natick to serve on a Jury. 

The Selectmen approved and signed Massachusetts Public Works De- 
partment contracts for Chapter 90 Maintenance of Streets in the amount of 
$1,000 and Chapter 90 Construction of Hartford Street in the amount of 
$27,500. 

The Selectmen received written approval from the Director of Civil 
Service to continue the reemployment of Thomas H. Shinkwin as Sealer of 
Weights and Measures under the provisions of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
amended by Chapter 269, Acts of 1952, on a temporary basis not to exceed 
the duration of the Act, i.e., July 1, 1953. 

The Board voted, upon request of Chief Shea, to grant Junk Collector’s 
licenses only when the applicant has a favorable recommendation from him. 

Lyman G. Brown, Chief of the Fire Department, was appointed chair- 
man in charge of Special Lighting for streets and public areas at the Christ- 
mas season of 1952. 

The Selectmen approved and certified for Civil Defense the list of 
members of Auxiliary Police. 

The Board received from Wilbur C. Parcells the original Descriptive 
Book and Roster of the General Wadsworth Post Number 63 of Natick, 
Grand Army of the Republic. This valuable record will be given to the 
Trustees of Morse Institute for display and safekeeping. 

On Saturday afternoon, December 13th, the Selectmen of Natick and 
the Town Engineer of Framingham perambulated the Framingham-Natick 
Town Bounds. This was last done in 1947 and is required by law each five 
years. 

The Selectmen are most appreciative of the continued cooperation re- 
ceived from the ‘Town Officers, Department Heads and various Special Com- 
mittees who have been so often called upon to meet with them during the 
year to discuss and assist in solving the many problems which arose in this 
rapidly growing ‘Town.

DuRING THE PAST YEAR I HAVE ATTENDED ABOUT ONE HUNDRED MEETINGS OF 
various town boards and committees. I have considered about one hundred 
and fifty warrant articles. 

Several small claims have been settled but they are becoming more 
numerous each year, particularly those involving claims of street defects. A 
few have been dropped without action and others have been denied. 

The number of litigations pending has been reduced slightly. “Two were 
settled and a third was decided against the town. There has been only one 
new action, based on a claimed defective condition of a street. 

There have been many problems associated with the new schools in 
building, and the usual numerous formal opinions, and informal opinions in 
much greater number. 

With other town officials I was privileged to conduct a panel on town 
government before the Weathersfield Improvement Association.

Police accomplishments in Natick for the year 1952 have shown an in- 
crease corresponding to the growth of the town. 
Set out below is a comparison of the Departmental statistics for 1951 and

The above results have been secured with a comparatively limited in- 
crease in the appropriation for this work. 

The Natick Police Department has concentrated on stamping out 
gambling, eliminating juvenile delinquency and curbing immorality. 

The number of arrests for the 1253 offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1952, was 1024. Of this number 996 were males, 
28 females, 136 were residents, 888 non-residents, 903 were adults, 121 
minors. In addition there were 529 arrests made or summonses served for 
out of town police departments. 

There were 11 juveniles, 9 males, 2 females, summoned before the Ju- 
venile Session of the District Court during the year. 


The 51 categories of offenses are listed in 4 major groups:

The principal police problem, shown by the fact that 80% of the offenses 
committed were in that category, continues to be the direction and control of 
traffic. Five fatal auto accidents occurred in 1952. This was an increase of 
one over the previous year. Two of the victims were Natick citizens. 

Two fatal accidents took place within a few hours, August 10, 1952, on a 
quarter mile stretch of route 9 during a heavy rainstorm. 

In the first, a car went out of control, jumped the center reservation and 
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crashed head-on with another car. The driver, a man thirty-nine years old, 
was killed. 

In the second, a car went out of control and struck a utility pole. The 
wife of the operator was thrown from the car by the impact and received 
injuries from which she died a week later. 

On November 16, 1952 a Framingham man, 40 years of age, lost his life 
when his car went out of control and struck a large tree on Hartford Street. 

On November 28, 1952, on route 9 at the intersection of Speen Street, a 
Natick man, 63 years of age, lost his life when the car in which he was riding 
was struck by a large trailer truck. 

On November 30, 1952, a South Natick man, 48 years of age, lost his life 
when the car he was driving went out of control at the horseshoe curve on 
West Central Street and crashed into an auto coming in the opposite di- 
rection. 

There were no fatal accidents involving pedestrians in 1952 in contrast 
vith three in 1951. 

Fatalities at Speen Street and route 9 might have been avoided if the 
State Department of Public Works had heeded a request for a new signal 
light allowing a left turn for west bound traffic on route 9 when east and west 
bound traffic is stopped. A similar situation prevails at Oak Street and 
route 9. 

The 319 motor vehicle accidents investigated during the year, 13 fewer 
than in 1951, caused a 20% increase in personal injuries, a total of 163. ‘This 
probably is tied in with the ever pressing problem of speeding, by far the 
most prevalent single offense, 37% of the total. 

Repeated appeals have been made to the State authorities in an effort 
to reduce the posted State authorized speed of 40-45 miles per hour in East 
Natick on route 9. Coneentrated effort along these lines will continue in 
lige fo} 

In conjunction with the Safety Council, the Police Department is recom- 
mending elimination of the antiquated traffic tower in Walcott Square and

its replacement with modern signal lights on the four corners. Also recom- 
mended is the erection of traffic signals at Lincoln Square and further study 
of the same problem at Moran Square. 

A request has been made in the Town Warrant to appoint four police- 
women for traffic duty at the schools. Tried as an experiment in other towns, 
these policewomen have proved invaluable by relieving regular officers for 
other duty. 

The safety program, designed to protect the children of our town, under 
the direction of Officer Garvey, has continued to show favorable results that 
are known to all. 

Modern photography and fingerprint equipment is being installed in 
the basement of Police Headquarters. The department hopes to establish an 
up-to-date file and record system this year to replace the inadequate and 
outmoded system now in use. 

A retraining program in all phases of police work is planned for the 
entire Department in the coming Fall. 

Special commendation 1s in order for the excellent cooperation and faith- 
ful service of the Auxiliary Police unit. 

In conclusion, may I express the gratitude of the Department to the 
‘Townspeople for their sincere interest and cooperation in police matters.

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT SUFFERED THE LOSS OF ONE OF ITS MEMBERS, CAPT. 
James B. Slamin, by death after many years of service. Emil F. Harte retired 
on December Ist after completing thirty years in the department. Patrick J. 
Connelly and Francis Roberts have been appointed to fill these vacancies. 


There has been added to the Department during the year a Quadruple 
Combination giving to the town for the first time two ladder trucks also in- 
creasing to three the number of Class A 750 gallon pumping engines. The 
apparatus is generally in good condition. We are requesting in our budget 
this year a sum to replace a portable generator which is over twenty years 
of age and a sum of money to do extensive repairs to our aerial ladder which 
when rebuilt should serve the town for another ten years, with very small 
expense. 


Fire Prevention week talks were given in all schools in the town and the 
service organizations, by the members of the Bay State Insurance Club of 
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Massachusetts. This organization selects a few towns each year, and through 
the cooperation of the local agents and the fire department, conduct the 
entire program as a public service. The local merchants added their support 
and without the school department’s aid and the effort of the visual aid de- 
partment the program could not have been conducted. 


A fireman has been assigned as a fire inspector and his entire time is 
devoted to fire inspection of the mercantile sections of the town and in- 
spection of oil burner and bottle gas installations. It is expected in the early 
spring, a complete inspection of the entire business section of the Town will 
be conducted by the Bay State Club members. This will assist greatly in 
setting up an efficient Fire Inspection Program. 


Modernization of the fire alarm system has been completed. This system 
still must be expanded to take in the new areas of the town and with a small 


appropriation each year, it should be properly maintained and extensions 
made when necessary. 


A committee of nine was appointed to study the needs of the fire de- 


partment. This committee has met many times and I believe they will come 
forth with a long range plan which should be adhered to as closely as possible.

IN SUBMITTING THE THIRTY-SECOND REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
Works your attention is called to the fact that all recommendations made 
in the annual report for the year 1951 were voted at the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1952 and all work has been completed with the exception of 
the sewer construction projects which will be completed early in the year 
Ona 5: 

The new Department of Public Works Garage and Maintenance Shop 
was completed in June of this year. Originally planned as a continuation. 
easterly, of the lower story of the main Public Works structure it was 
changed in location and design by this Board in order to gain street level 
accessibility and sufficient height to accommodate, particularly in the Repair 
Shop, power shovels, snow loaders, and other extremely tall pieces of equip- 
ment. 

The general layout was determined by your Board and the Department 
Personnel. ‘The detailed specifications and plans were furnished without 
cost by the supplier of the all metal roof suspended from wall to wall with- 
out intermediate support. This building approximately eighty-four feet by 
sixty-six feet and built for a cost of $50,600 represents, we think, from a 
functional standpoint at least a plant superior to any in this area, size and 
cost considered. May we express the hope that our citizens will take the 
trouble to inspect this plant during the current year. 

The following is a complete report of the work completed by the four 
divisions of the Department of Public Works during the past year. 


Highway Division 


During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sections of 
streets, cleaned and flushed all drains, repaired a number of old sidewalks, 
and repaired many sections of fences along the public ways of the ‘Town. 

Hartford Street was reconstructed and resurfaced with hot-top from 
the intersection at Speen Street westerly to the intersection of Bishop Street 
under Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 

Travis Road, Cecil Road, Stetson Road, Third Street, Longview Street, 
and a large section of Howe Street all were constructed under Chapter 80 
and 82 of the General Laws. Upon their completion these roadways were 
accepted as public ways of the Town of Natick. |

New drains were laid during the year and connected to the ‘Town

The Boston and Albany Railroad Bridges were replanked at North 
Main Street and Walnut Street. Sections of the bridges were replanked 
with new planking at Boden Lane and Speen Street. 

The northwest corner of Washington Street at the intersection of North 
Avenue was rounded and widened and a section of curbing was constructed 
on North Avenue from the intersection of Walnut Street easterly for a dis- 
tance of about eight-five (85) feet. 

The Division supervised and inspected all drainage laid in roadways 
constructed by Developers throughout the Town. ‘These drains are all con- 
nected to the Town System and in all there were approximately eleven 
thousand (11,000) feet of drainage laid and one hundred sixty (160) Catch 
Basins and Manholes constructed. 

The Division contracted for the removal of the Water Street Foot Bridge 
over the Charles River. This bridge was removed in compliance with the 
vote on Article 9 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of April 15, 
1952. 

Under the provisions of Section 6E of Chapter 40 of the General Laws 
as inserted by Chapter 538 of the Acts of 1950 temporary minor repairs 
were made on several private ways. Receipts from this work amounted to 
$491.00 and the total amount expended to accomplish this work was $496.29. 

It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated to widen and 
resurface Hartford Street from the intersection at Speen Street easterly to 
Worcester Street under Chapter 90 of the General Laws. It is further recom- 
mended that a sum of money be appropriated from the Road Machinery 
Fund for the purchase of a new Road Roller and Power Grader to replace 
like items of equipment which have outlived their useful lives. 
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We wish to call to your attention the recommendation made by the 
Board of Public Works in the Annual Report of 1949 relative to the wid- 
ening of the approaches to the Speen Street Bridge and also the bridge 
itself. ‘The southerly approach has been widened but narrows to meet the 
width of the bridge and is a hazard to all motor vehicle operators. Meas- 
ures should be taken to secure sufficient funds to widen this bridge and the 
approach to it north of the railroad tracks. 


Sanitation Division 


During the past year there were 3,267.75 cubic yards of garbage col- 
lected. Receipts from the sale of this garbage amounted to $8,089.83. 

On July 1, 1952 the Department began the operation of collecting 
rubbish. A new truck was purchased with a Gar-Wood Rubbish Body and 
this equipment and the additional personnel were added to the Sanitation 
Division. 

We wish to call to your attention the possibility of the Town having to 
dispose of its garbage other than by sale to a piggery operator. Vescular 
Exianthema, a disease similar to Foot and Mouth Disease, is rapidly spread- 
ing throughout this state and it already has through many others in the 
country. Due to this disease it is highly probable that all piggeries in the 
state will cease to exist. It is recommended by your Board of Public Works 
that a sum of money be appropriated to purchase additional equipment for 
the Sanitation Division to be used only if necessary for the disposal of gar- 
bage by a cut and fill method and it is further recommended that a com- 
mittee be established to study the advisability of the construction of an in- 
cinerator for the disposal of both Rubbish and Garbage.

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Water Division 


During the past year this Division added approximately 18,492 feet of 
new water main to the System and 507 new services were added. 


The six inch water main on Worcester Street between the Water Pump- 
ing Station and Hartford Street, which was installed many years ago, was 
relaid with ten (10) inch Cast Iron Pipe. 


The ten inch water main on Boden Lane was extended thirteen hun- 
dred (1,300) feet southerly to West Central Street. This extension now 
furnishes a far more adequate amount of water for the southwesterly section 
of the Town. 


The Generator Unit was installed in the Water Pumping Station and 
the interior work is nearing completion. ‘This project is the last of the post 
war projects outlined in the report of 1946. All others have been completed. 


Since the entire Water System is in very good condition there is no 
need for any further major improvements to the system so therefore the only 
recommendation we have for the coming year is for a sum of money to be 
appropriated to replace the existing six inch main on Mill Street from Speen 
Street to West Central Street and the six inch main on West Central Street 
from Mill Street to Boden Lane with ten (10) inch Cast Iron Pipe. 


We wish to call to your attention that the Board of Public Works has 
adopted a new policy relative to water construction of both mains and serv- 
ices within developments. Effective in 1953 all Developers will be required 
to construct all water mains and install all water services under the super- 
vision and inspection of the Water Division. All materials used by the 
Developers will have to meet the specifications of this Department and an 
hourly rate will be billed to the Developers for inspectors assigned to each 
project weekly. 

With the tremendous cost increase for all materials and labor in the 
last few years we wish to call to your attention that the last increase in 
water rates in the Town was in July of 1920. A recent survey made by this 
Department has disclosed the fact that the majority of cities and towns 
covered by the survey have increased their rates recently, or contemplate 
an increase in their present rates. 


Sewer Division 


All sewer lines were flushed during the year and there has been 
very little leakage during the year in the System. 

The Chlorinators were in full operation during the warm weather at 
both the Sewer Pumping Station and the Filtration Plant. Approximately 
22,500 pounds of liquid chlorine were injected into the sewerage. 

The main sewer system was extended into the following streets within 
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newly constructed developments by the Developers under the supervision 
and inspection of the Sewer Division :— 


Felch Road Ferndale Road 
Pryor Road Westlake Road 
East Evergreen Road Wentworth Road 
Stanley Street Flynn Street 
Waring Road Leighton Street

In addition to the above, sewer was extended by the Sewer Division 
into the following streets. 
Beacon Street 
Elmwood Avenue 


In addition to the sewer mains constructed by the Sewer Division and 
the local Developers, the Department contracted with the North Haven 
Construction Company of North Haven, Connecticut, for the construction 
of sewer force mains and main sewers on Mill Street, Hartford Street, Ed- 
wards Road, and all roadways within the Pelham II, III, and IV Areas. 


The Department also contracted with Fantoni and Bitsoli, Inc., of 
Natick, Massachusetts, for the construction of sewer force mains and sewer 
mains on Travis Road, Travis Road Extension, Porter Road, Pelham Road, 
and Hardwick Road. 


Both of these contractors have the propdésed work on the force mains 
and sewer mains completed and will begin to work on the house connections 
shortly. 


Four Sub-Pumping Stations have been contracted for and will be in 
operation in the Spring. ‘These stations are located on the following 
SIPCGL Sao 


1 — Travis Road Extension 

1 — Edwards Road 

1 — Boden Lane 

1 — Northeasterly of Westlake road in the 
Wethersfield Development. 


A survey was made during the Fall of the year to determine how 
many connecting points will be required by the ‘Town of Natick for en- 
trance into the South Metropolitan Sewerage District Trunk Line which 
is currently under construction. Arrangements have been made to have 
the necessary points of entry constructed during the construction of the 
Sewer Trunk. Entry points are located along this proposed trunk line 
from South Natick to the Framingham Town Line and in all there will be 
approximately twenty entry points available for use by the Town of Natick.

School Committee 


A SOURCE OF GREAT GRATIFICATION TO YOUR SCHOOL COMMITTEE IS THE IN- 
creasing interest of the citizens in the school system of the town. If the School 
Department is to fulfill its obligation for providing educational facilities for 
the youth of the town, it must look to the citizenry for interested and intelli- 
gent cooperation. This has not been lacking, and from the interest displayed, 
it will continue. Thus Natick will go forward in the effort to provide a public 
school education that will allow our children to compete successfully with 
those of any other community and will furnish them with a foundation that 
will assure them of success in whatever careers they undertake. 


The increasing school enrollment problem is nation-wide. Natick is no 
exception and perhaps the situation is more acute here than in any other New 
England community. Already five new elementary schools have been con- 
structed. It was necessary to build an addition to the Brown School before 
it had been in use for a year. We are now seriously considering additions to the 
Lilja and East Natick Schools, and still another addition to the Brown School. 
The need for more room is present at all three buildings and will conceivably 
be present in others. ‘To care for the many children in attendance, it has been 
necessary to employ the auditorium and activity rooms for regular classes. 


The Coolidge Junior High School, originally built to accommodate up to 
five hundred students, is now housing seven hundred and fifty pupils; every 
available space including the cafeteria is being used for classes. The gym- 
nasium, locker rooms, and showers are woefully inadequate. The School 
Committee is recommending needed additional facilities to care for this 
situation. 


The increased enrollment has not as yet made its full impact on the 
junior and senior high schools. There is relief in sight, but the new high 
school will not be ready a day too soon. 


With the uneven distribution of school population, it has been necessary 
to provide additional bus transportation, for certain grades, for those sections 
where overcrowded facilities exist to other schools where more room was 
available. At the same time it was necessary, naturally, to care for those 
pupils who, because of distance from school, are transported. The additional 
transportation and transfer of pupils from one area to another is expensive, 
but a situation was created by conditions difficult to foresee and to control. 
We are fortunate in having an economical contract for this service which is 
being very efficiently handled. We do not like taking children away from 
their own school district and we are planning therefore to provide facilities 
capable of taking care of the school population in each elementary area. 
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Kindergartens are not required under the law, but the citizens of the 
town have shown that they feel them to be a necessary part of our school 
system and that the expense of maintaining them is justified. Understanding 
this, we have provided space and facilities as well as qualified teachers, mak- 
ing the kindergartens an integral part of our educational system. 


We wish to express at this time our appreciation of the unselfish services 
of those members of the various school survey and building committees who 
have given and are still giving their time and experience so that the town may 
have the best that can be obtained for the money appropriated for each con- 
struction project. The results speak for them. 


For a more detailed account of what has been accomplished, what is 


being done, and what has been planned for the future, it is recommended 
that each citizen read the report of the Superintendent of Schools which 


follows.

Superintendent of Schools 


SIGNIFICANT INCREASES IN ENROLLMENT IN OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS HAVE OC- 
curred yearly during the past number of years. However, in the history of 
public schools in this community, the enrollment increase that occurred this 
school year far surpassed all previous records. The anticipated increase, ac- 
cording to previously available enrollment and census figures, of approximate- 
ly four hundred pupils became more than five hundred pupils within a few 
days after the opening of school in September. As a result, proper school hous- 
ing facilities, the budgetary apportioning for instructional or teaching aids 
and materials, and the acquiring of qualified personnel became more of a 
problem. Nevertheless, it is believed that the department has succeeded 
in making use of its budget effectively and efficiently even though it has been 
necessary to employ additional personnel and to care for a number of emer- 
gencies. 


The cooperation of the staff, teachers, custodians, and administrators in 
solving many of the problems associated with such a rapidly growing school 
system has been outstanding. ‘The understanding and assistance of the 
School Committee, in the adoption of policies best suited for the children 
of our public schools, has been invaluable. 


Conservatively Progressive 


The underlying philosophy of education in our community may be said 
to be conservatively progressive. Each pupil is considered an individual, 
and within the limits of his ability he is helped to acquire the fundamental 
skills of the 3 R’s, to obtain the knowledge of associated subject matter, and 
to become familiar with the demands of higher education, the professions, in- 
dustry, government, and the military. It has been said before that our pur- 
pose is to develop in each child an understanding of his rights and respon- 
sibilities as an American and that our objective is to help each child, in 
terms of knowledge, attitudes, and action, become a competent democratic 
citizen. Such purposes and objectives cannot be accomplished by the school 
alone. Education today is a cooperative venture. The efforts of the com- 
munity, the nation, the home, the church, and the school are a necessity. 
Proper environment and other necessary influences must be supplied if these 
goals are to be achieved, 


Our school system is progressive. Certainly in terms of modern school 
buildings and the renovation of older buildings and facilities our commun- 
ity has been outstanding, bearing in mind its exceptional growth. ‘These facts 
may be observed easily by all. In terms of curriculum or school programs, 
the staff, all associated with the administration of education in our public 
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schools, has been constantly alert to the end that our children may partici- 
pate in and have a program of education justified by the study, research, 
and findings of many leading educational institutions and associated edu- 
cational specialists. This has been accomplished by means of participation 
in courses sponsored by recognized colleges, attendance at conferences 
on particular phases of education, pertinent visitations, programs of lecture 
and discussion by professors of education, committee work, professional read- 
ing, meetings, and workshop techniques. 


Our system is conservative in that programs are not adopted or revised 
just because such may be going on in another community, or someone sug- 
gests that a change should be made because it was done this or that way 
elsewhere. Rather, we as a group consider these many suggestions and ideas, 
study their worth, and weigh the need in terms of what is best for the chil- 
dren under our care. Change does not occur just for the sake of change. 
The educational curriculum of our schools is not confined to one method of 
teaching, but rather it is developed and carried out by means of a variety 
of teaching procedures and aids with the needs of the individual foremost 
in mind. 


The Educational Program 


The school system of Natick is known as a (K-6), (7, 8,9), (10, 11, 12) 


or elementary, junior high school, senior, high school program or set-up. 


ELEMENTARY—Kindergartens for children who are at least four 
years old before January first of the entrance year, may be found in every 
elementary school. This year because of the excessive number of kinder-

garten children participating in this phase of education, as well as distances 
involved and other factors, it was found advisable to establish another kinder- 
garten unit in the basement of the Felchville School. 

Although the home is truly the very beginning of education for every 
child, kindergartens may be said to be the beginning of a broader sense of 
education where each child learns to ajust himself socially with many other 
children, where play and work become a cooperative effort, where habits 
of self-control and discipline may have their beginning, and where the real- 
ization of rights and responsibilities makes its appearance. Children who 
have participated in the kindergarten program, in the great majority, have 
been found to have benefited extensively. According to results and teacher- 
observation, they have progressed more satisfactorily, bearing in mind that 
each child is an individual and as such has individual mental ability as well 
as individual physical ability. There is no doubt as to the importance of a 
kindergarten in a well-rounded educational program. Moreover, it would 
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seem, particularly during these times of large enrollments and excessive pupil- 
teacher loads, that the need of kindergarten units in our schools is unques- 
tionable. Some of the values obtained from kindergarten experiences may 
be summarized as follows: right attitudes are developed toward health, 
work, and play; a child’s early love of nature is fostered; the importance of 
kindness and consideration is emphasized; muscular coordination is devel- 
oped; experiences and vocabulary essential to reading are evolved; in co- 
operation with the home, the right attitude toward obedience is promoted; 
a sense of right and wrong appears; the ability to think constructively, to 
compare, and to form judgments develops; a singing voice is developed; 
thrift is encouraged; a liking for school tends to develop; and a desire to par- 
ticipate in worthy social living becomes manifest. ‘The foundation for 
emotional and social development is laid before the sixth year of a child's 
life.” Kindergartens may provide the basis for character education at the 
most important period of a child’s development and are very important in 
the constructive development of a wholesome personality. 


The elementary school, grades (1-6) which now includes kindergarten, 
is that phase of our educational program where it may be said more formal 
education has it beginning, although at the very beginning of the first grade, 
kindergarten activity is continued where necessary. In general, people for 
years have considered the elementary school as a place where children learn 
their A, B, C’s, reading, writing, and arithmetic, and where their children 
are prepared for entrance into the secondary school—of relatively recent 
years, the junior high school. ‘This 1s still true, although now such learn- 
ings are brought about by means of related experiences and other approved 
methods of procedure as opposed to some antiquated methods and uninter- 
esting techniques. 


Our elementary school program is of the graded type and is arranged 
so that as the individual progresses he assumes additional related tasks and 
advanced learning projects. At the completion of each school year prac- 
tically all pupils are ready for promotion or advancement to the next grade 
where educational procedure follows a general pattern of improvement and 
progress. Rarely do educators recommend retardation, since the recognized 
procedure of today in public schools is to plan and care for individual pupils 
according to their native capacity, rate of growth, and environmental oppor- 
tunity. On the other hand we do not believe in “skipping” a grade no mat- 
ter what age unless the pupil is substantially advanced physically, socially, 
emotionally, and mentally. We endeavor to make just provisions for all. 

Grouping occurs early in a pupil’s school career, for it has been found 
to be a more effective way of dealing with individual capacities and abil- 
ities. Upon visitation to an elementary classroom, one may find three, four, 
or even more groups within this number of pupils in reading, arithmetic, and 
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other subjects. Progress is achieved, and pupils are prepared at the end of 
their seventh year, including kindergarten, to move on to the next major 
step of public school education—-the junior high school. 


SECONDARY—The Coolidge Junior High School—Just as the kinder- 
garten, to a large extent, tends to bridge the gap between home and the 
elementary school, so too does the junior high school tend to bridge the gap 
between the elementary and secondary or senior high school. 

Included in the philosophy and purpose of our junior high school is 
the development of ideals, principles, and attitudes of good citizenship. 
Such development we firmly believe leads to the satisfactory adjustment of 
the individual as he faces future adult situations. The purpose of our junior 
high school is to improve continually a flexible program of subject matter 
and related experiences based on the needs, capacities, and abilities, both 
physically and mentally, as well as emotionally, of each pupil, so that he may 
become aware of some success, both in and out of school, during his junior 
high years. 

At the present time Natick’s public school system consists of eleven 
elementary schools, including the one-room North Natick School, a junior 
high school, and a senior high school. There has been concern on the part 
of some parents that their children, having associated with a certain group 
of children in one school for approximately seven years, do upon entering 
the junior high school find that they are separated from some of their friends 
and must become acquainted and associated with pupils from other parts of 
our community. It would be impossible to have each group from each 
school follow through the secondary grades as a unit. This is the beginning 
of perhaps a different kind of life situation. The very great majority of 
pupils in the junior high school have been found to be extremely happy 
in their new “school-home” and within a few days have become adjusted 
to their new program and procedures. 

In order to bring about reasonable orientation for those pupils about 
to enter the junior high school for the first time, the following program has 
been developed. In the spring of each year representatives of the public 
schools, including the Superintendent of Schools, Principal and Vice Prin- 
cipal of the Junior High School, Director of Elementary Education, and 
others associated with our testing and developmental work participate in 
a program of visitation with parents of sixth-grade pupils of each elementary 
school. This program is one of general explanation of the entire junior high 
school and is in the form of a panel discussion, questions and answers, and 
audience participation. Sixth-grade pupils in each school have been visited 
by the above-mentioned school officials. Also, a program of junior high 
school visitation by sixth-grade pupils and their teachers has been followed 
at which time the pupils are allowed to visit different teachers, see the entire 
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school in operation, have lunch, and even enter into class discussion. 

The junior high school program of study or its curriculum is divided 
into three main divisions—grade seven, eight, and nine, although it may be 
said to be one of progression or continuity. The core curriculum, organized 
around personal, social, and economic problems, is presently under study 
and development. Classes in English, mathematics, social studies, art, music, 
practical arts, remedial reading, and physical education are taken by all 
pupils of the seventh grade. Pupils in grade eight participate in the main 
courses of English, mathematics, social studies, science, and others as well 
as having the opportunity of continuing work in practical arts or developing 
basic understandings in the field of foreign language. The educational 
content of grade nine includes a continuation of basic courses and, in addi- 
tion, presents the opportunity of selection in the fields of practical arts, busi- 
ness arithmetic and business English, languages—French and Latin, and 
algebra. 

Grouping in the junior high school is brought about as the result of the 
individual’s rate of learning, mental capacity, achievement, evaluation of 
work, and teacher appraisal. As a pupil progresses into the ninth grade, the 
general tenor of subjects, testing results, guidance, and the individual’s inter- 
est and selection tend to bring about a somewhat natural grouping in prep- 
aration for more advanced education in the senior high school. Provisions for

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enrichment and cultural development include such courses and subjects as 
foods, clothing, printing, shop work, art in the form of mechanical draw- 
ing, pencil sketching, and oils, with choral and instrumental music, and 
many clubs for individual interests and hobbies. Safety education with the 
cooperation of the police, fire, and department of public works, as well as 
other local agencies is an important part of our entire school system. 


Natick High School — The culmination of public school education in 
our community is brought about by means of an educational period of three 
years known as the senior high school. Here the continuation and develop- 
ment as well as the termination of basic courses in public school education 
take place. ‘The basic subjects are supplemented by many and various 
courses, thus further enriching the offerings of secondary education. Such 
courses have been added over a period of years, the content of which has been 
subject to continual appraisal and development according to the needs and 
demands of today’s living. 


Actually our senior high school program is divided into three main 
phases — the college curriculum, the business curriculum, and the general 
curriculum, although there is a certain amount of flexibility tending to in- 
corporate these divisions as a unit of education. 


In order to become graduated from high school, it is necessary that a 
pupil successfully complete at least three years of senior high school English 
and a year of United States History. Participation in these subjects, sup- 
plemented by various other courses dependent upon interests, abilities, and 
capacities, must result in a total of sixty credits or more to meet the require- 
ments for a diploma. 


The importance of guidance and the help of parents as well as the 
school should not be taken lightly for the program of each pupil is an individ- 
ual matter. The school assists the pupil through interviews and helps him 
chart his course. The school welcomes the visitation of parents and be- 
lieves that through acquaintance and cooperative efforts, youth will not 
only be served better, but will also be able to proceed more intelligently with 
a definite purpose. 

An extensive listing and description of courses and subject matter on 
the senior high school level is not warranted in this brief report. However, 
it is believed that the following information may enlighten many of our 
citizens and perhaps answer some of the questions that may be forthcoming 
from those who are not acquainted with our educational program. 

Pupils preparing to enter degree-granting colleges should follow the 
College Preparatory Curriculum. Basically the following courses are re- 
quired: English, two to four years of a foreign language, two to four years 
of mathematics, one to three years of science, and one to three years of social 
studies. The senior high school course of college preparation is dependent 
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upon the type of higher education contemplated—engineering or technical 
schools, teachers colleges, hospital training schools, and others. All courses 
required for such preliminary training are a definite part of our curriculum. 

The commercial or business division of our senior high school program 
includes such subjects and courses as may prepare pupils adequately for 
gainful employment in today’s business world. The offerings of this depart- 
ment include such subjects as bookkeeping, typewriting, office machines, 
stenography and transcription, clerical practice, and accounting in addition 
to the required courses of English, United States History, and numerous 
electives. 


Many of the pupils who will terminate their formal education upon 
graduation or even before that event participate in the General Curriculum. 
This course, within the limits of present day facilities, has been developed 
to meet many of the major needs of the individual for the workday world. 
Subjects included in this curriculum are bookkeeping, business studies, type- 
writing, science, home economics, vocational mathematics, applied physics, 
home management and practical nursing, auto mechanics, and others. 


In participating in any one of the above briefly described programs, a 
pupil may find many electives that are available and beneficial to him. Such 
electives include art, mechanical drawing, band, orchestra, glee club, public 
speaking, and driver training. The testing program and general assistance 
available to all pupils through the guidance department are basic in helping 
the pupil determine his course of action. 


It is possible that the ambitious and purposeful student, through care- 
ful selection of courses and reasonably high grades, may qualify for entrance 
into some schools of higher learning no matter what high school course of 
study he may pursue. It is always important that a sound understanding of 
pupil, parent, and school be developed and that a proper course be charted. 
Pamphlets produced by both the senior and the junior high schools titled 
PROGRAM OF STUDIES are available to pupils, parents, and others who 


are interested. 


The success of the many hundreds of graduates from our public schools 
gives evidence of what we believe to be an excellent school system. Follow-up 
studies, available in the files of the high school, contain information as to the 
progress of former pupils in the general workday world, in business or com- 
mercial enterprises, in college, and the professions. Their record, we feel, 
bears witness of the soundness of our educational program. 

On the other hand, the senior high school program in our community, 
ever since its very beginning, has been governed and retarded, to some extent, 
because of lack of space and proper facilities, as in the case of an industrial 
arts program. Consequently the’ needs, abilities, purposes, and interests of 
some pupils have never been served. It is an accepted premise that indus- 
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trial arts has a definite place and is an integral part of secondary education 
in the senior high school as well as in the junior high school. It is believed 
that this part of a sound educational program will be provided for when the 
new senior high school is completed. Such provisions have been approved 
by your School Committee and have been planned by the Building Com- 
mittee. The completion of the new high school will give evidence of modern 
secondary school facilities and will make possible a secondary curriculum of 
national recognition, approved by the community, and of unlimited worth 
to the pupils who will participate in its many phases. 


Renovations and Innovations 


Numerous changes and improvements have taken place this year. ‘Vhese 
are divided into two main categories for your information, namely buildings- 
facilities, and curriculum-personnel. 

Under the first category, buildings-facilities, some of the major items of 
change and improvement include the opening of the new six-room addition 
with accompanying facilities at the Brown School, the use of the new Bennett- 
Hemenway School in North Natick, not officially accepted by the town as

yet, the waterproofing of the exterior and the installation of new boilers at 
the junior high school, the renovation of lavatories and facilities at the West 
Natick School, and the improvement of the playgrounds at the Bacon, East, 
and Brown Schools. 


Some of these projects were approved by the town under special articles 
at town meetings and represent the expenditure of a large sum of money. The 
new housing facilities mentioned above will accommodate over five hundred 
elementary pupils with an additional fifty or more pupils possible if the stage 
and other facilities are used. The installation of new boilers, the services in- 
cident thereto, and waterproofing have been completed at the junior high 
school. Evidently an excellent job has been performed by the contractor in 
both cases. The installation of new toilet and lavatory facilities at the West 
Natick School has been completed. Improvement of the playgrounds at the 
above-mentioned schools has been started with more work to be done this 
coming year. Other items of improvement, repair, and new furnishings in- 
clude such projects as the painting of the exterior of the Bacon School, pur- 
chase of some new pupil desk-and-chair units and other pieces of furniture, 
repair of skylights, installation of window grille work, painting of the interior 
of the senior high school, repair of furnaces, construction of paved areas, 
installation of an oil burner at the West Natick School, and the installation 
of new heating-ventilating units, all supplemented with various plumbing, 
carpentry, and electrical repair work, yearly found necessary in such a large 
institution. 


The second category, curriculum-personnel and closely related factors, 
includes such projects as committee work on units and courses of study in the 
elementary and secondary field, the work of the senior high school personnel 
in assisting in the planning of the new high school building as well as par- 
ticipating in the preliminary research and planning of a recognized and 
suitable program of studies, the untiring efforts of many teachers in assisting 
pupils to overcome their weakness in certain fields through the means of 
special classes, additional time, individual help, and special devices. Such 
courses as developmental reading and remedial arithmetic are given exten- 
sively in our schools. The Elementary Workshop that was held at the very 
beginning of the school year, September, was very profitable. At the present 
time a committee of administrators and secondary school teachers is planning 
a combined workshop for the junior and senior high schools next year. The 
elementary workshop, so successful this year, will probably be continued. 
Committees on the revision of such courses as social studies, a study of mark- 
ing and reporting, safety education, fire prevention, savings, kindergartens, 
science, civilian defense, and others are an indication of only a small part 
of the many projects, studies, and fields of interest that are participated in by 
the school personnel.

This year the services of a mental hygiene clinic directed by professors 
of psychology and guidance on the staff at Tufts College have been included 
in our program and so far have proved very helpful and valuable for certain 
pupils as well as teachers and parents. 

A significant change has taken place in the program of pupil physical 
examinations. An act of the legislature, effective September 1, 1952, resulting 
in certain new regulations pertaining to such examinations, includes the 
following: “every child in the public schools to be separately and carefully 
examined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six months 
before entrance to school or during the first year after entrance and at in- 
tervals of either three or four years thereafter,’ “shall cause the vision and 
hearing of each child in the public schools to be tested in the first grade and 
every second year thereafter,” “tests of sight and hearing shall be performed 
by teachers, physicians, optometrists, nurses or others . . .” and other pro- 
visions as set forth under the authority of Section 57, Chapter 71 of the 
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General Laws, as amended by Chapter 502 of the Acts of 1951. The new 
plan for physical examinations in Natick’s Public Schools includes a head 
school physician and six others, and it is indeed a pleasure to report that all 
physical examinations and “follow-ups” have been completed, examinations 
of eyes and ears have been completed, ear testing results have been screened, 
and eye testing results will be screened within a few weeks. The new plan of 
having a reasonable number of qualified physicians assist in sharing the load 
has certainly been very satisfactory, and it is believed that a good physical 
examination of children every other year, with additional attention for certain 
cases, will prove much more satisfactory than the limited type of examination 
of a few years ago. The results of the physical examinations, completed 
early in the school year, are very helpful in determining procedure and proper 
participation in the school program. Surely this is a means of further helping 
the individual pupil toward happiness and success. 


A new instrumental music program was introduced this fall. Such in- 
struction is now carried on by specially approved teachers. Thus more time 
has been made available to the regular music teachers, for instruction in vocal 
music, including glee club, chorus, and music appreciation. As a result, a 
broader development and enrichment of the cultural background of children 
has been made possible. 


Numerous changes have occurred in the school personnel this year. 
Some have accepted positions in other communities and new teachers, with 
and without experience, have been employed to replace them. It has again 
been necessary to add teachers, office help, and custodians to the school per- 
sonnel due in the main to increased enrollment, the use of school facilities,

and the need for efficient operation of a practical, recognized, and up-to-date 
public school program. 


The Future 


What the future holds for our school system as well as the community 
itself cannot be determined at this writing. However, there are certain per- 
tinent facts relative to the public schools that should be made known. As of 
this date statistics show Natick to be fifth highest in pupil-teacher ratio in 
the Commonwealth, some classes having well over forty pupils. Some groups 
are being cared for in a renovated storage room, in a lunch rom, and in small 
activity rooms, while other groups will eventually use a stage and possibly a 
corridor before the school year is over. Overcrowded conditions are found 
extensively in the elementary schools, although the junior high school is 
extremely taxed and will possibly have to make use of the cafeteria, cooking 
room, and other facilities for home rooms another year. ‘The coal bin, at the 
junior high school, which is now available because of oil installation, should 
be made over into a small classroom. The present shower and locker facilities 
are very inadequate. The senior high school will possibly make use of such 
spaces as the auditorium, music room, and cafeteria, for home rooms. Such 
use of inadequate spaces is not conducive to good working conditions or the 
proper fulfillment of the educational program in addition to the relatively 
unavoidable and damaging results that may happen to specialized and expen- 
sive equipment. However, anticipation of the occupancy of the new senior 
high school in 1954, thereby giving relief to the crowded junior and senior 
high schools, will surely help to tide over these many educational deficiencies. 

The anticipated enrollment increase in September of 1953 is approxi- 
mately five hundred pupils, bringing the total enrollment up to more than 
forty-eight hundred pupils. Most of this increase will occur in the elementary 
grades and will demand additional school facilities and personnel in many 
buildings that are presently overtaxed and which, even with no increase in 
enrollment, will be extremely in need of relief. Recently the town approved 
in special town meeting the appropriation of a sum of money with the au- 
thorization that the School Committee make a study and bring in rough plans 
for additions to specific elementary buildings and modern locker and shower 
facilities for the junior high school. It is the plan of the School Committee 
not only to study further the needs of the specific school buildings mentioned 
but also, with the help and cooperation of other town departments to survey 
again the educational needs of the entire community, and to present some- 
thing tangible for consideration of the town in the near future. 


Conclusion 


Cognizant of the tremendous growth of our community over a period of 
the past few years and the resultant growth of our public schools in enroll- 
ment, buildings, facilities, and personnel, of the seemingly ever increasing

demands of today’s civilization, and need of youth for a good sound educa- 
tion, an attempt has been made to make this brief report one of an informa- 
tory nature as well as one indicative of the progress of the public schools 
during the year 1952. It is believed that the information contained herein has 
given a reasonable picture of the purpose, content, progress, and aims of this 
the town’s largest department. The policy of this department is that of the 
“open door.” Parents and others interested should feel free to contact and 
visit our schools at any time. One will find that a warm welcome will be ex- 
tended and that ideas and suggestions will be gratefully received. 

We the people of Natick have a tremendous task before us, that of con- 
tinuing to make available good facilities and a sound educational program 
for our children. This task requires courage and faith in the future of our 
community. Our ancestors had that courage and faith. They, in the face of 
many obstacles, in an unknown wilderness, succeeded. Of paramount im- 
portance to them was the establishment of schools for their children. These 
public schools have progressed into the most outstanding educational insti- 
tution the world has ever known. We are part of this system. Our problems 
of today are not nearly as severe as those which faced our early settlers. If 
we are to progress, we must continue to keep our children armed with the 
best that education can provide. Let us predicate our future planning on 
the premise that it is not a question of what we can do, but what we wish to 
do. May we continue to advance educationally.

THE YEAR 1952 HAS PROVED TO BE ANOTHER YEAR OF GROWTH FOR THE 
Morse Institute. A total of 188,229 books were circulated, 120,449 from the 
Main Library and 67,780 from the Bookmobile. This makes the largest 
number of books ever circulated in the history of the library. 


With the Bookmobile the library is able to serve more of the outlying 
areas of the town than was possible before, but even with two staff members 
working a full schedule there still is not time to cover all of these sections of 
town. The purpose of the Bookmobile is to provide library service for the 
people of Natick who live at some distance from the library and do not have 
adequate means of transportation to the center of town. ‘The Bookmobile also 
serves the schools in the outlying areas during school hours. In 1953 it is hoped 
that some way can be found to begin library service in the Wethersfield 
section. 


With the increase in circulation at the Main Library as well as on the 
Bookmobile, and with the Bookmobile running on a full schedule it will be 
necessary to add another member to the staff of the Morse Institute during 
the coming year. According to American Library Association standards there 
should be one staff member for each 20,000 books circulated during a year. 


The library has had inquiries about its Bookmobile from librarians of 
several towns: Auburn, Lynn, Greenfield, Lexington, Dedham, Lowell and 
Framingham, all of whom were seriously considering the purchase of a unit 
similar to the one operated by the Morse Institute. Most of them have visited 
Natick, seen the Bookmobile and been very much impressed with it. 


The circulation of books is not the whole work of the library staff. Much 
time is spent answering questions on innumerable subjects by telephone as 
well as at the desk. ‘These requests come from a variety of people ranging from 
the student writing a term paper to the busy housewife looking for the best 
buy in vacuum cleaners or to the home owner seeking information on land- 
scaping his grounds. New books must be ordered, classified, catalogued and

prepared for circulation, out of date books discarded, displays and exhibits 
arranged and book lists prepared. 

The library cooperates with the High School in providing reference 
material for the students’ assignments and gives instruction in the use of the 
library to the sophomore English classes. It would be desirable to have a 
separate room for the use of the High School students, apart from the rest of 
the library, but at the present time there is no space available for this purpose. 


Among the books most in demand this year have been “Caine Mutiny,” 
“My Cousin Rachel,” “Silver Chalice” for fiction and “Sea Around Us,” 
“Man Called Peter” and “Windows for the Crown Prince” for non-fiction. 

In May the Wellesley Free Public Library and the Morse Institute co- 
operated in sponsoring an illustrated lecture on Mexico. The speaker, Miss 
Mable Pratt, was provided by the Pan American Society of New England, 
who wished to further an understanding of the Latin American countries. 
Miss Pratt, who had traveled considerably in Mexico, gave an excellent talk 
on that country and illustrated it with beautiful colored slides.

The librarian attended the annual American Library Association con- 
ference in New York last summer. Other library meetings have been attended 
by members of the staff in Boston, Arlington, West Harwich, Newton and 
Worcester. These meetings are very helpful, as they are a means of becoming 
acquainted with other librarians and of exchanging ideas with others in the 


library field. 


The Young People’s Library has been kept busy providing books for its 
own use as well as supplying the needs of the Bookmobile. Many more 
teachers and parents are becoming interested in children’s books. Book talks 
and exhibits have been given to Parent-Teacher and other organizations 
during the year. Story hour for the smaller children is held every ‘Tuesday 
afternoon during the school year. There was a special display of children’s 
books in the Young People’s Library during Book Week in November. ‘The 
Young People’s librarians attended a three-day Summer Institute on Library 
Service to Children and Young People conducted by the Division of Public 
Libraries at Simmons College. 


The Morse Institute now has in its custody the Official Record of the 
Natick Centennial Celebration. This Record contains photographs, news- 
paper clippings and other records and is available to anyone wishing to look 
at it. 


Many readers have been very generous in giving books to the library. 
Some of them have been used to supplement the Bookmobile collection. ‘There 
have also been gifts of magazines and records. An unusual gift to the library 
was a copy of an old slave deed, dated June 8, 1825 Richmond, Virginia. 
This document was obtained by the late Richard W. Hale, Esquire and was 
presented to the Morse Institute by Judge Thomas F. Quinn, President of 
the Board of Trustees. ‘“We may be reminded that sacrifice and constant 
vigilance are necessary to establish and protect the dignity of every person 
from any degrading concepts of life.” For all of these the library is very | 
grateful. Special thanks should also go to the Natick Bulletin and to the 
Natick Herald for publishing library news and the Library Column. 


The Town of Natick as well as the library suffered a great loss in the 
death of Mr. Horace B. Gale who had served so well and faithfully as a 
member of the Board of Trustees for thirty years and for ten years as Presi- 
dent of the Board. He will long be remembered for his interest in the welfare 
of the library. 


The librarian wishes to express her gratitude and appreciation to the 
Trustees and to the staff for their understanding, cooperation and goodwill 
during the year.

‘THE DETAILED REPORTS BY THE TREASURER AND BY THE LIBRARIAN ARE SUB- 
mitted herewith. 


It has been a source of satisfaction to the Trustees that the service ren- 
dered by the Library has kept pace reasonably well with the requirements of 
our growing community. The increased circulation of books, as indicated in 
the report by the Librarian, has been especially noteworthy. This great in- 
crease in the distribution of books has been facilitated by the Bookmobile 
service. However, the increased circulation by Bookmobile and at the Library 
has placed a strain upon the entire Library staff. The Bookmobile service 
alone has required the full time of two assistant librarians. Administrative 
responsibilities ,have increased. ‘The increased circulation at the central 
library, with all of the undertakings incidental to, but necessary for main- 
tenance of that central service, has been carried by a staff that is now too 
small for that purpose. The immediate employment of an additional assistant 
librarian is imperative. 


The Bookmobile is employed fully. It is not practicable to extend that 
service unless a second Bookmobile is authorized. ‘The townspeople may in- 
dicate whether an additional appropriation should be made now for that 
purpose. 


The Trustees are very appreciative of the service rendered by the Li- 
brarian and by the Assistants upon the library staff.

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Park Department 


Due to the heavy financial demands upon the town, especially in the 
way of new schooling, many plans for the expansion of the park department 
have been necessarily curtailed. Along with this fact, the department is 
awaiting the report of the Recreational Study Committee to see what action 
will be taken in regard to the future of the Park Department. At present 
there is little co-ordination of departments having to do with recreational 
areas, and some consolidation in the immediate future is necessary to in- 
sure adequate facilities in this rapidly growing community. 

The opening of the park season saw the usual spring house cleaning of 
all areas under the department’s jurisdiction. Memorial Field, having been 
turned over to the department this year, was prepared for the spring track 
season and the bleachers painted. Memorial Beach, at Dug Pond, was 
opened in June with a full staff of competent life guards, and a new raft 
was floated. A tag system was inaugurated to limit the beach to residents 
of Natick and was so successful that continuation is assured. During the 
summer months additional sand was spread at the beach and a five week 
course in life saving instruction was operated by the department. The beach 
at South Natick was opened in July. 

In September the board received with regret the resignation of Chair- 
man Herbert E. Halliday who had removed to Holliston. ‘The board met 
with the selectmen and unanimously elected Benjamin H. Mason of Payson 
Road to fill the unexpired term. At this time the board was reorganized 
with Commissioner Gay as Chairman, Commissioner Mason as Clerk and 
Commissioner Lacrosse the third member. Chairman Gay was appointed 
to the Recreational Study Committee by the Moderator. 

During the fall, Memorial Field was maintained for home football 
games and plans were made to develop safe skating areas for the younger 
children. ‘The Commissioners met with Safety Officer William Garvey, and 
with the co-operation of the Public Works Department cleared an area at the 
rear of the Lincoln School, and enlarged the area at Coolidge Field, both of 
which can be flooded. Plans also were made for an area at South Natick. 

During the winter months the snow removal equipment of the depart- 
ment was used to clear skating areas on the various ponds in town. ‘The 
Coolidge Field rink was lighted and maintained for the hockey team, and 
the department personnel assisted the safety officer in various activities per- 
taining to safe skating areas. 


The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to Mr. Bert Space for

Recreation Commission 


THE RECREATIONAL NEEDS OF A COMMUNITY ARE DETERMINED BY THE 
character of the population and the availability of recreational devices in 
adjoining areas. A community having many young people has need for 
athletic fields where ball games can be played and other outdoor sports in- 
dulged in. There is need for tennis courts where not only adults can play 
but also boys and girls can meet and play under normal and satisfactory 
conditions. A reasonable place to locate these fields and courts is near a 
modern school which can provide dressing accommodations, lavatories, 
shower baths and storage space. It is the desire of the Natick Recreation 
Commission to so locate new play fields in Natick. 

This past season play areas near the Lincoln and Brown Schools have

been equipped and a satisfactory summer season for young people was 
carried out. This coming summer it is planned to equip the Lilja and 
Bennett-Hemenway play areas. Eventually it is hoped to develop a com- 
munity center at each of the new schools that have auditorium-gymnasium 
facilities. This center should embrace all activities for young people and 
adults, both athletic and social, and provide opportunities for young and 
adult recreation both summer and winter. To develop a proper recreational 
center for both young and old in each of the various communities is far 
more essential at this time than one Youth Center with year around expense 
for maintenance and supervision. A Youth Center would attract young 
people from distant villages and although they would be properly super- 
vised at the Center, what may happen after they leave for home gives 
food for thought. It appears that the logical place for these young people 
especially in the evening is in their local communities. 


The development of a proper community center and a real community 
spirit is dependent in a large measure on the parents in the community. 
They must be willing to make sacrifices to devote time to the young people 
—their own children—and to share experiences with their neighbors. Work- 
ing for a common cause draws people closer together and what more worthy 
cause is there than the welfare and development of the young people of 
Natick—our sons and daughters. 


During the past summer eleven play areas were supervised—five for 
limited play—under 13 years and six for all age groups. In addition to the 
Superintendent there were two full time supervisors, one for folk dancing 
and one for crafts, and a part time story teller. There were twenty direc- 
tors and assistant directors. ‘The attendance totals by playgrounds for the 
seven week season were as follows:

The Sherwood-Pelham district had playground facilities available at 
the Brown School this past summer. By borrowing from other districts 
and using other available equipment, a jungle gym, slide, see-saw set and 
swing set were installed. There still is no ball field available although there 
is a possibility of land becoming available for this purpose with the develop- 
ment of the Little Tree Farms-Westminster sub-division. 


At a meeting of representatives of the Bennett-Hemenway Building 
Committee, School Department, Park Department and Recreation Com- 
mission an area adjacent to the school was selected to be used for play pur- 
poses. It is planned to place some permanent equipment at this site this 
summer. 


In answer to numerous requests from parents of children attending the 
Lilja School this area will be equipped and maintained as a small children’s 
playground if funds are available for this purpose. 

This past summer the Recreation Commission assisted in the formation 
of a Little League and Little League Farm teams. A franchise was secured 
from the National Little League Authorities, and all boys under 13 years 
who wished to play ball were given a chance to join a team either Little

League cr Minor League. The Little League teams were sponsored by 
Kiwanis, Rotary, Fire Department and Town Paint and Supply Company 
and fully equipped by their sponsors. About 180 boys were cared for in 
Little League and Minor League activities. One of the main hindrances to 
this program was lack of a suitable field with a proper surface for good play. 
It is hoped that a field can be procured that is suitable and accessible where 
parents can watch their boys play with safety. An area near the Bennett- 
Hemenway School would be suitable and could be prepared at small cost. 


As a result of salary adjustments provided for by the Wage Classifica- 
tion Board it has become much easier to get trained personnel for the sum- 
mer playground season. This past summer was probably our best to date 
because of this added strength. ‘There was a considerable increase in dance 
activities with an increasing number of boy participants. The crafts work 
reached a new high in both variety and volume. 

There are Fall and Winter programs of activities sponsored by the 
Recreation Commission for young people and adults. There is a boys’ 
basketball league for boys under 15 years—an eight team league with a 
dozen boys on each team. ‘This league is coached and supervised by two 
school officials and the managers are parents. These teams play Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings from 6:30 to 8:30 o’clock. There are leagues in 
four to six teams in each league, any boy 


each of six elementary schools 
being eligible if he is in the fourth, fifth or sixth grade or under 12 years 
of age. Again, all managers are parents and school officials instruct and 
referee. These leagues play Fridays from 6:00 to 8:00 o'clock. 

Adult Hobby classes meet Wednesday and Thursday evenings at the 
Junior High School. There are classes in Ceramics, Tailoring, Dressmak- 
ing, Slip Covers, Tray painting, Textile stencilling, Hooked Rugs and Oil 
painting. These classes are self-supporting. 

An adult group played basketball at Junior High Tuesday evenings 
during the past winter. Another group will play badminton at another 
school. ‘The Commission stands ready to assist any group in developing a 
worthwhile hobby. 

The owners of Whitney’s Field on Washington Avenue have allowed 
its use for summer playground activities for the past several years. They 
now plan to sell this land. Since it appears to be the only land now avail- 
able and suitable for recreational purposes in that area the Recreation Com- 
mission recommends that it be purchased by the Town. An article will be 
inserted in the Town Warrant for this purpose.

Health Department 


WHILE OUR POPULATION HAS CONTINUED TO INCREASE WE HAVE ENDEAVORED 
to keep pace in providing good health services. Our regulations for the control 
of contagious disease have been enforced and milk and food products have 
been regularly checked. All conditions that might constitute a health nuisance 
have heen carefully investigated. 

All communicable diseases are reportable and subject to our health 
regulations. Measles and German measles reached epidemic numbers this 
past year. Poliomyelitis cases were mild and only 2 of the 7 cases showed 
paralysis. ‘Tuberculosis cases have increased again this year due to the rapid 
growth of our town and our program of case finding. Our health services to 
these patients include Sanatorium care when necessary, home and Sana- 
torlum out-patient supervision of known cases—X-ray examination of all 
contacts, referral of suspicious cases to clinic for diagnostic examination. 

Child health services rendered include weekly Well-child clinics, yearly 
Immunizing clinics against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. Also 
included in our services is the approval of Boarding Homes for Infants and 
Day Nurseries, and social service and nursing follow-up on all prematurely 
born infants. 

All bathing beaches including Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate, Nonesuch 
Pond, Jennings Pond and Charles River tested satisfactorily for swimming 
purposes throughout the summer months. 

Our mosquito Control program operated from April through September. 
With the addition of many new dwellings it is becoming more difficult for us 
to get at many of our water breeding areas. 

At our Rabies Clinic this year 786 dogs were inoculated. To afford all 
possible saving to the town we will operate this clinic on a “every other 
year’ basis.

Trustees’ Report 


THE YEAR 1952 MUST BE RECORDED AS A HIGH-LIGHT IN THE HISTORY OF THE 
Leonard Morse Hospital. The ground-breaking exercises of July 7, 1952, and 
the cornerstone ceremony of October 28, 1952, gave tangible assurance that 
the three story addition would become a reality after years of hopeful plan- 
ning. 

With the completion of the addition in the fall of 1953, the bed capacity 
of the Hospital will increase from 58 to 125 beds. This bed capacity increase 
of approximately 120% provides a margin for further population growth 
which, between 1940 and 1950, amounted to an increase of 67%. It is likely 
that further population growth will be at a slower rate of increase. Conse- 
quently, it is expected that the capacity of the enlarged Hospital will be ade- 
quate for a considerable span of years. 

The over-all value of the Hospital addition and the necessary adjuncts 
to the building will cost approximately $800,000.00, which includes furnish- 
ings and equipment, new road, new parking area and completing the con- 
version to oil heat. 

Of this total, $335,000.00 already has been provided by town appropria- 
tion, $250,000.00 has been provided by Federal Grant and $88,000.00 has 
been provided from investment funds available for allocation by the ‘Trustees. 

In view of the generous action of the townspeople in voting the appro- 
priation, the ‘Trustees have been reluctant to request a further appropriation. 
It was thought that the deficit might be raised by an appeal for personal 
donations. A committee was formed comprised of Mrs. William F. Bigelow, 
President of the Ladies Aid Association, Chairman; Dr. Joseph A. Daley, 
representing the Hospital Staff, and Mr. John L. Burke, representing the 
‘Trustees. 

The Committee has worked energetically and has had partial success 
as of December 31, 1952. Whether or not it will accomplish the objective 
planned cannot be known at present. However, the trend will be established 
early in 1953 and the response will determine what action, if any, may be 
necessary. In the event that the effort to raise the total amount of the deficit 
falls short, it will be necessary to request a relatively small additional ap- 
propriation in the March Town Meeting. 

The number of persons utilizing the Hospital facilities continues on an 
upward trend; 2825 patients and 2502 out-patients were admitted and 
treated. The number of patients in proportion to the Maternity Section 
capacity also increased. ‘The enlarged Maternity facilities provided in the 
addition under construction will attract an even larger number of mater- 
nity cases.

The highest ratio of increase was experienced in the Surgical Service. 
There were 204 more operations than in previous year. Accident cases, some 
of which required surgery, increased about 25% over the previous year. As 
part of the program to provide the townspeople with the most modern facil- 
ities, the sum of $20,000.00 has been expended to completely renovate the 
X-Ray Department and equip it with the latest General Electric machine. 

It always has been the objective of the Trustees to keep room rates as low 
as possible and to provide the best possible service at a reasonable cost to the 
townspeople. A proportion of the operating costs have been made possible 
by the income of the Chickering and other Funds. However, the cost of 
operation continues to increase while incomes from several Funds remain 
practically on the same level. Losses in some categories, such as Blue Cross, 
Industrial cases and Welfare cases, are experienced despite every effort of 
control. 

During the difficult period of operation resulting from construction ac- 
tivities, a special tribute is due to the Management, Staff, Nursing Personnel 
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and Hospital Employecs for maintaining the high standard of 24-hour pa- 
tient care w:th the same friendly attitude. The Trustees appreciate the loyal- 
ty of all town employees and their cooperation when emergencies have arisen. 
The interest and assistance of individuals and organizations likewise are 
vratefully appreciated. 

The Trustees kindly commend the town officers who have been so helpful 
with the Building Project problems, and all our townspeople for their cooper- 
ation and favorable action on the appropriation requested in the 1953 Town 
Meeting. It is certain that Natick will be proud of the enlarged Leonard 
Morse Hospital. While the lion’s share of credit for financing the three-story 
addition belongs to our townspeople, acknowledgment is due our Federal 
Government for its financial assistance amounting to $250,000.00. 

The reports of the Treasurer and Manager follow and are to be con- 
sidered a part of this report.

THE Boarp oF PuBLIC WELFARE ADMINISTERS PAYMENTS TO THE AGED, 
dependent children, permanently and totally disabled and the poor of the 
Town through four classifications. The Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
grants are made semi-monthly to the aged on a budgetary schedule, as are 
other types of aid. Mothers are provided aid for dependent children thus as- 
suring the child of home care, and where this is not possible, then suitable fos- 
ter homes are secured. Physically disabled are now classified in a special cate- 
gory of Disability Assistance and their grants are made on a semi-monthly 
schedule. ‘Temporary Aid is extended to meet temporary situations in cases 
not covered by the above. Minimum standard budgets are fixed by the State 
Dept. of Public Welfare; in fact much of the work of the Board is under 
state control. 

The administration is the responsibility of the Agent, Mr. J. Gordon 
Stevens, who is assisted by a Social Work Supervisor, three Social Workers 
and three Clerks. The Board feels that these are efficient workers and that 
the town is receiving first class service from these employees and appreciates 
their endeavors. 

As of January 1, the case loads in the various categories were as follows: 
—Old Age Assistance 280: Aid to Dependent Children 90: Disability Assist- 
ance 31 and General Relief 10. 

Amounts spent during the year in the several categories were Old Age 
Assistance $271,699.30, Aid to Dependent Children $43,549.90, Disability 
Assistance $19,253.77 and Foster Homes $5,466.24 together with Public As- 
sistance $19,470.50, which makes a grand total of $359,439.71. Of this 
amount the Federal and State governments and cities and towns have re- 
turned to the town for assistance a total of $306,776.37 and in addition $15,- 
916.20 has been received for Administration. 

Our askings for this year total $251,190.00, a reduction of $5,000.00 
over last year. 

Your Board keeps a careful scrutiny on all cases in all categories and 
seeks faithfully to determine policies within the limits of its jurisdiction as 
fixed by law and regulations of the State Department of Public Welfare.

IN COMPLIANCE WITH CHAPTER 121 OF THE GENERAL LAWS, THE NATICK 
Housing Authority, Town of Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, sub- 
mits herewith its Annual Report for the calendar year 1952. 


General 


As of December 20, 1952, the 52 units comprising the housing develop- 
ment have been in tenancy two years. During the past year there has been 
no vacancy or collection loss. 

The current census of the project is 103 adults and 124 children. 
There are 44 school children and 16 additional children will become old 
enough to attend kindergarten in 1953. 

The annual inspection of all premises discloses, in general, very good 
to excellent housekeeping by tenants. Where evidence of negligence or 
abuse is noted renovation is made and the cost is deducted from the security 
deposit. | 
No structural problems have arisen with respect to maintenance. It is 
noted, however, that the external colored paint, while good, is somewhat 
faded. The Authority, therefore, intends to initiate a program of painting 
next spring and will further develop its procedure for the care of lawns, 
bushes and trees, so that the development will reflect the highest standard 
possible of safe, economical, and sanitary housing for Natick veterans. 

Thirteen premises were vacated in 1952 for the following given reasons:

On October 24, 1952, Edward A. Johnson was appointed by the Chair- 
man, State Housing Board, as the State member of the Authority, in place of 
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Robert T. Gammons whose term had expired. He qualified on November 
1, 1952, for term ending October 20, 1956. 

On November 12, 1952, Carleton R. Leavitt was duly nominated and 
unanimously elected as Chairman of the Authority. 


Fiscal 


The accounts of the Authority were examined by the State Auditor’s 
Department in August 1952 and found in order and duly correct. 

Payment to the Town of Natick, “in lieu of taxes,” for the calendar year 
1951 was made in the amount of $1,220.83 which sum represents 5% of the 
shelter rents for that year. 

The period June 30, 1951, to June 30, 1952, completed the first full fiscal 
year of operation under the State approved budget. During this period the 
Authority accumulated a surplus of $8,264.75. Due to this surplus, and for 
the fiscal year 1952-1953, the State reduced its annual contribution to the 
Natick Housing Authority from $12,500, the maximum allowable, to $6,960. 
Current financial statements indicate the adequacy of the reduced budget 
with full allowance toward the accumulation of reserves, the payment of bond 
interest, and the planned retirement of the bond issue. ‘To date bonds have 
been retired in the amount of $8,000. 


Management 


The Authority has noted that general increases in salary levels are such 
that applicants badly in need of housing were ineligible because of income 
limitations. The Authority adopted a new schedule of income limits subse- 
quently approved by the State Housing Board as follows:

Tenants who have been admitted within the above limits will be con- 
sidered ineligible for continued occupancy when their incomes shall have 
exceeded the following limits for such continued occupancy. These tenants 
shall be required to move from the project:

Summary 


The Natick Housing Authority expresses its appreciation to the several

living accommodations for themselves and their families is due in large part 
to the interest and help of these Departments and Organizations.

THE PLANNING BoAaRD HELD 18 MEETINGS IN THE PAST YEAR, 6 OF WHICH 
were public hearings. Four conferences were held with other ‘Town De- 
partments. 

The subdivisions of Wethersfield CG and D and Walnut Acres were 
approved this year. 

Copies of the condensed version of the Vance - Murphy report are 
now available at the Selectmen’s office. 

The Aerial Survey of the Town was completed this year. 

The Planning Board study of the building permits issued in 1952, 
showed that of the 402 permits issued, 261 houses were built on subdivisions 
and 141 houses or 35% were built on ‘existing ways, which are not under 
the subdivision control of the Planning Board. 

The doctrine of stop all home building, recently voiced in the December 
Town Meeting, should be considered with caution and prudence. Many 
business men and building tradesmen in Natick would be vitally affected 
by this procedure. 

The Planning Board recommends the following: 

All night burning of street lights. 
Acquirement of land to establish playgrounds throughout 
the ‘Town of Natick. 

The Board has inserted a number of articles in the Town Meeting 
Warrant to make necessary changes in the Zoning By Laws. 

The Board is revising its Rules and Regulations for subdivision control.

Committee Reports 


TOWN BY-LAWS COMMITTEE 


THE RECOMPILATION OF THE Town’s By-LAws, NOW BEING PRINTED, WILL 
contain the following preface: 


The By-Laws of the Town of Natick were revised and adopted in sub- 
stitution for all other by-laws by the vote under Article 8 of a Special ‘Town 
Meeting held on October 30, 1928. Then they were submitted to the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts for approval and this resulted in further changes, 
by the vote under Article 78 of the Annual Town Meeting in 1929, to meet 
his requirements. In that final form the by-laws were last published in 1929. 


Since 1929, by the vote under Article 42 of the Annual Town Meeting 
in 1934, the last sentence of Section 1 of Article VI, “Finance Committee,” 
was struck out and a new last sentence was inserted; also, Section 3 of Article 
I was struck out by the vote under Article 15 of the Special Town Meeting 
held on October 5, 1948. These changes in the by-laws were approved by 
the Attorney-General, and he has approved all other changes in the by-laws 
as hereinafter noted, except those relating to the “Employee Classification 
and Pay Plan” which do not require his approval. 


The instructions to our committee by the vote under Article 77 of the 
Annual Town Meeting in 1946 were “to compile and publish in pamphlet 
form all of the existing Town by-laws including any adopted at this ‘Town 
Meeting and also including in the pamphlet all Special and General Acts of 
the Legislature which have been accepted by this Town.” The original chair- 
man of the Committee, Hon. William Reed Bigelow resigned and was re- 
placed as chairman by Andrew B. Goodspeed, and as a member of the com- 
mittee by Louis A. Toepfer. The third member of the committee has been 
Walter F. Coleman. 


The instructions to the committee have been carried out with certain 
limitations and with some amplification. This is a compilation of the by-laws 
already approved by the Attorney-General in each instance where his ap- 
proval was necessary. It is not a revision except in the placing of the additions 
and the deletions within the 1929 publication’s structure. The building and 
zoning by-laws as heretofore are left for separate publication. The by-laws 
relating to the “Employee Classification and Pay Plan’ do not include the 
job classifications and salary ranges which are constantly changing. The 
traffic regulations and the regulations of various town departments are not 
by-laws and are not included but almost all are separately published and 
otherwise available.

This compilation contains an index not only to the by-laws of the Town 
but also to the general and special laws accepted by the Town, and to the 
special laws affecting the ‘Town which did not require acceptance, and to the 
decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court of our state which have involved our 
Town or its officials. ‘Thus in one publication will be found reference to the 
variations which individualize the government of our Town and supplement 
the general laws and judicial decisions otherwise applicable to all towns.

TOWN MANAGER STUDY COMMITTEE 


THE VOTE PASSED UNDER ARTICLE 47 OF THE WARRANT OF THE ITOWN 
meeting of March, 1952, provided for the appointment of a committee of 
five as a Town Manager Committee to “make a study and recommenda- 
tion on the Town Manager form of government.” 

The first problem facing the study committee was to determine a work- 
ing agenda based on a broad definition of the duties contained in the town’s 
vote. 

In order to evaluate the essential background in respect to a Massachu- 
setts town manager plan, the extent to which the plan has been adopted 
in Massachusetts, the procedures involved and the basic nature of the town 
manager form of municipal administration, the committee plans to con- 
tinue its work: 

1. Of collecting data in regard to the Town manager plan. 
2. ‘To interview many authorities on the subject including 
several experienced town managers. 
3. ‘To discuss the subject with members of similar committees 
in other towns: 
4. ‘To examine and study surveys which have already been made. 
5. ‘To hold meetings with town officials to determine particular 
problem areas, and with many individual citizens who have 
had long experience with our town government. 
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| 6. To hold a public hearing at which all those interested on 
either side of the question will be invited to be present and ex- 
press their views. 


Apart from the considerable time spent for individual investigation and 
research by each member, the ccmmittee plans to continue its formal meet- 
ings for reports and broad discussions. 

To date the committee finds that as yet there is no standardized plan 
of town manager set-up in Massachusetts, in fact town manager government 
in Massachusetts is still in an evolutionary process and it would be entirely 
within the province of the voters of Natick to adjust many of the basic 
features and details of the Town Manager Plan to fit the requirements of 
the ‘Town within certain broad limits. 

Due to the multiplicity of the many pros and cons, the committee is 
unable at this time to present a decision on the question of the advisability 
of a ‘Town Manager administration for Natick. It requests that the com- 
mittee be continued and that a small sum of money be appropriated for 
materials and expenses.

CIRCULAR LAND PLOTS STUDY COMMITTEE

maintained. Each plot should have additional loam spread on it and be 
seeded to form better turf to prevent the growth of weeds which will make 
them at all times presentable. 

Therefore the Board of Public Works recommends that these circular 
plots of land be accepted as Town Property and placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Park Department so that they can be properly maintained.

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STUDY OF RECREATION FACILITIES AND ORGANIZATION 


‘THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR, UNDER ARTICLE 32 OF THE 
April 1952 Special Town Meeting and under Article of the June 1952 Spe- 
cial Town Meeting to study park and recreational facilities and the admin- 
istration of the park and recreation programs, respectively, is pleased to 
submit the following report. 


A survey of Natick’s park and recreation administration, personnel, facil- 
ities, equipment and program has been undertaken, details of which may be 
found in the full report submitted to the Moderator. Some of the more im- 
portant items taken from the report are outlined below. 


The conduct of a successful recreation program in a town the size of 
Natick depends on proper leadership and direction. It is therefore felt, that 
the major recommendation of this committee should be the employment of 
a full-time Director of Recreation, selected by and responsible to the Recre- 
ation Commission. A Director of Recreation is essential, for he would work 
in close cooperation with the schools in planning and organizing a recre- 
ational program in which present facilities could be used to best advantage 
and to plan for the future development of recreational areas. An article 
recommending this position has been inserted in the 1953 Annual Town 
Meeting Warrant. 


In an expanding community there is need for the consideration of areas 
to be set aside for recreational purposes. ‘‘Whitney Field” located on Wash- 
ington Avenue is one such area which should be acquired as it is the only 
piece of property in that section of town which would meet the needs for 
recreation. An article recommending such action has been jointly sub- 
mitted for the inclusion in the annual Town Meeting Warrant by the Rec- 
reation Commission and this committee. 


A piece of land located on Hartford Street near Boden Lane, adjoin- 
ing the proposed Westminster Gardens, has been offered to the town, to be 
used for recreational purposes, by Mr. Martin Cerel. An article has been 
placed in the annual Town Meeting Warrant recommending the accept- 
ance of this piece of property. 


Other parcels of land throughout the town were examined and recom- 
mendations for their consideration as potential recreational areas are in- 
cluded in the formal report. ‘The committee further recommends that the 
Long Range Planning Committee and the Planning Board be sure to see 
that appropriate recreation areas are included in future housing develop- 
ments prior to their approval. 


After a study of the duties of the various departments within the town, 
it was felt that the best administrative and functional plan would be to 
combine the Public Works and Park Departments. The building and 
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maintenance of parks, playgrounds and other recreational facilities would 
thus be more efficiently and economically administered. An article recom- 
mending the organization of a Public Works and Park Department has been 
entered in the 1953 annual Town Meeting Warrant. 


It was recommended that there be close cooperation between the Rec- 
reation Department and the Public Works and Park Department so that the 
recreational program and the maintenance of the areas could be adequately 
coordinated. 


The committee respectfully submits this report and asks that this com- 
mittee now be discharged.

UNION HEALTH DEPARTMENT SURVEY COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE, AUTHORIZED BY THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING oF 1952, 
and appointed to study the question of a Union Health Department has met 
on several occasions. The enabling statute (Chapter 622, Acts of 1949—An 
Act Relative to the Organization of Union Health Departments) and the 
proposed set-up of last year were studied carefully. The suggested benefits of 
such a Union and the various objections to the present law were covered in- 
dividually and at great length. 


In essence this statute attempts to have each municipality provide mini- 
mum health services as defined by the public health council by 1959. The 
statute enables each municipality to voluntarily join with other communities 
in the formation of a health union. It provides that after ten years from the 
effective date (the statute was approved on August 10, 1949) municipalities 
having a population of less than thirty-five thousand which are not included , 
voluntarily in such unions, then the State Department of Public Health, 
after a public hearing, shall include such municipalities in existing or new 
unions unless such communities are providing minimum health services as 


defined by the public health council. 


The prime argument in favor of such a Union appears to be a financial 
one and is based on the premise that several towns can join together for their 
mutual benefit in underwriting the cost of and operating a union health de- 
partment (which would provide the minimum health services as defined) 
at a much less monetary expenditure per town than if each community were 
to undertake the task individually. 


However fine that general premise may be, we cannot avoid several 
practical objections at this time to the proposed set-up under the Union 
Health Statute. Local town control over its own health department would, 
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of course, be lost. Natick would have one representative on the Union Board, 
as would each other member town in the Union. Furthermore, there is a 
grave question as to the Town’s ability to control the ceiling on its share of 
the cost of this Union Health Department. Under the present law, the town’s 
proportionate cost (on a per capita basis) cannot exceed any limit or maxi- 
mum account fixed by the town meeting which authorizes such a union board 
of health. However, it is interesting to note that a proposed amendment to 
the Union Health Statute would remove this limitation. In addition, the 
statute does not allow a constituent town to withdraw from the union, until 
it has been a member of the union for at least five years and then only under 
certain provisions and subject to the approval of the state department of 
public health. 


The committee feels that any haste in joining such a union 1s not war- 
ranted and that an attempt should be made on the town level to provide 
the minimum health services as set forth by the public health council. In its

1953 budget, the local board of health will ask for a full time sanitarian and 
another public health nurse. Health quarters will move to the “Bancroft 
House” on West Central Street, now owned by the Natick Visiting Nurses 
Association. This will allow consolidation of facilities and will place the baby 
clinic on the first floor so that mothers will not have to climb a lengthy flight 
of stairs with their babies. The board of health will set up an adequate lab- 
oratory and subsequently request a full time laboratory technician and a 
public health director. Perhaps arrangements could be made at a future 
time to provide some health services to Wayland or Sherborn thereby reduc- 
ing the over-all cost to the taxpayers of Natick. We recommend that the 
question of Natick’s joining a Union Health Group be held in abeyance for 
the present—that your local board of health plan over the next several years 
to provide the necessary health services within the financial ability of the 
town and that your Committee be discharged.

Under Articles 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 of the same Warrant, the ‘Town 
voted the site of the project as the Town Park adjacent to Dug Pond and 
provided for the acquisition of several privately owned parcels of land within 
the proposed site area. 


The Committee immediately formalized contracts with Shepley, Bul- 
finch, Richardson and Abbott and Smith and Sellew for architectural serv- 
ices; Educational Service Associates for the development of educational and 
functional specifications and as consultants; and Gordon E. MacNeill Asso- 
ciates for the provision of property maps, topographical surveys, and tree 
location map. In addition consultants were selected for electrical, heating 
and ventilation, and plumbing design. 
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The School Committee and the School Authorities have submitted a 
digest of the educational requirements and capacities to be incorporated in 
the school design. With the expressed desire of the Town to provide an au- 
ditorium seating 1500 this information established, in general, the limits of 
size needed to carry out the proposed educational program. 


On July 29, 1952, preliminary plans were approved by the Committee 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts School Building Assistance Com- 
mission. 


Subsquently the State office of Public Buildings approved the design 
and independent check, authorized by the Committee, has confirmed the 
structural adequacy and economical simplicity of design. 


The Committee then pursued its studies with respect to the details of 
construction and determination of interior layouts, systems, equipment and 
furnishings. Faced with continuing and inflationary rise in building costs, the 
Committee is carefully scrutinizing all details of construction and is using in 
full special consultants. The final design will not only be within the capital 
expenditure limits prescribed but future maintenance costs will be the mini- 
mum for the services provided. 


Currently, the final plans and detail specifications constituting the 
bidders’ data is under Committee consideration. This work is being expedited 
through every effort and actual start of building is now scheduled for the 
early spring of 1953.

COMMITTEE ON NEW MAP SYSTEM 


THIS COMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 
45 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of April 15, 1952, for the 
purpose of determining the advisability of a new map system for the town 
of Natick. This committee consisted of nine members: one from the 
Selectmen, Board of Assessors, Planning Board, Finance Committee, Board 
of Public Works, Board of Health, and three from the general public. 

We have investigated the need for a new map system, and have de- 
termined that comprehensive plans of all lands and the buildings thereon, 
are vital to the proper execution of the duties of the Board of Assessors. 
Such a map system would be a great benefit to the other Town Depart- 
ments as well as to the general public. 

We have found that the present map system on file in the Assessors’ 
office was produced about twenty years ago and has not been revised for 
many years. ‘These plans cover about 14% of the area of the town includ- 


84 


ing the center of the town, parts of South Natick and East Natick, and lands 
adjacent to North Main Street. About one-third of the original drawings 
have not been available for many years. 


We have investigated map systems of other towns, such as Weston, 
Wayland, and Weymouth. We have received recommendations from sev- 
eral engineering concerns, and we have reviewed the requirements of the 
various departments of the town in order to determine the most useful and 
economical type of map system. 


We recommend that the Town of Natick procure a new Map System, 
to be produced on a scale of 100 ft. to an inch, and to be made available 
in loose leaf book form of reasonable size: this Map System is to be revised 
annually during progress, and revised annually after completion of the sys- 
tem, under supervision of the Town Engineer or the Board of Public Works. 
We recommend that this Map System include the area of each lot, the 
buildings thereon, the street number, the lot number, the lot dimensions, the 
street dimensions, all where available, and other information that may be 
deemed advisable. We further recommend that the Board of Public Works 
have charge of procuring said Map System. 


All engineering concerns that were consulted would be willing to do 
the work on a cost plus basis because of the many variables involved in this 
type of work. To our knowledge, projects of this type are commonly done 
on a cost plus basis, and the work usually takes several years to complete. 


The committee estimates that a minimum appropriation of ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000) for five years may complete the project.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


THe Civit DEFENSE AGENCY HAS MADE TREMENDOUS PROGRESS THIS YEAR IN 
coordinating all departments necessary to a successful defense organization. 
During the year the Civil Defense Signal was installed at the Fire Department 
Alarm Headquarters. This signal is used throughout the entire country. A 
great many pieces of Civil Defense literature were distributed to the residents 
by the Boy Scouts, these give the signals used in an emergency. We have 
added to the Staff two members who have specialized in Radiological Moni- 
toring. Many members of the Staff attend various training courses that are 
held throughout the Commonwealth. The Deputy Director, Lyman G. 
Brown, has taken a special course at the Civil Defense College at Olney, 
Maryland. The entire Agency consists of unpaid volunteers working in their 
chosen fields. 


Each member of the Headquarters Staff has formed a complete working 
unit for his particular department. In addition, each member has appointed 
assistants in the three centers, which makes each center a complete unit in 
itself. The centers are located at the Brown School, the Eliot School and the 
Lilja School. 


We have the outstanding communications center in the Commonwealth. 
This group had a major part in the Eight-State Federal Civil Defense Test; 
they handled all radio transmissions to the New England States, New York 
and New Jersey. 


The Agency plans to hold tests during the coming year to coordinate 
the Civil Defense with the Town Departments. The Boy Scouts and the 
Girl Scouts will be used during this type test.

FIRE DEPARTMENT SURVEY COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE 17 OF THE WARRANT OF THE 
Special Town Meeting of April 15, 1952 to study the needs of the Fire De- 
partment respectfully submits the following report: 

In surveying fire housing needs, it has been found necessary to extend 
our study to include the entire town in order to provide proper ladder protec- 
tion and second alarm equipment. ‘The survey has developed the urgent need 
for decentralization, due to the layout of roads and spread of values in the 
town. It was found that this decentralization would not involve any addi- 
tional equipment, but only the advantageous placing of present apparatus. 


I: 


To provide adequate housing facilities for the present equipment, the 
committee recommends the following: 

(a) It is believed urgently advisable to build a small addition to the 
present Headquarters station this year to provide a suitable Fire Alarm Office. 


EMERGENCY MEN—Auxiliary police detachment with Sgt. William Kane. 


The present office is extremely inadequate to house the necessary fire alarm 
equipment. 


(b) Replace the present Felchville Station with a building adequate 
in size to accommodate a ladder truck and a pumper with proper living 
quarters. 


(c) Provide a station at East Natick near the intersection of Worcester 
and Oak Streets to house one engine company. The land should be au- 
thorized at this annual town meeting and a station built in the near future. 


(d) Provide a station near the intersection of Worcester and Speen 
Streets on land authorized for that purpose in the Special Town Meeting of 
December 1952. This station should be erected as soon as business develop- 
ment starts in this immediate vicinity. 


(e) With the belief that business and manufacturing development will 
follow the railroads and principal highways, there is a possibility that a station 
will be required at some later date in the vicinity of Mill and West Central 
Streets. It would be advisable to set aside for fire housing needs a portion of 
the lot adjacent to the Henry Wilson Shop. 


Ls 


In further study of the needs of the Fire Department, the personnel 
problem was surveyed. The committee found the manual strength of the 
Natick fire companies to be greatly below the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers’ recommendations. 

Rather than place an immediate burden on the taxpayers, this com- 
mittee recommends the following gradual increase in manpower figured on a 
fifty-six (56) hour week under a three (3) shift system, which is now in 
operation. 


(a) Personnel should be increased to fifty-four (54) members. This 
could be accomplished by adding five (5) or six (6) men each year until this 
number is obtained. 


(b) As additional stations are added, men should be made available to 
adequately man them. 


(c) It is recommended that employees other than Fire Fighters be 
obtained for fire alarm operation. 


The committee is of the opinion that due to its age, serious considera- 
tion should be given to replacing the Central Fire Station building in the near 
future. 


We also recommend that a fire department drill area be provided, so that 
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members of the department may be able to keep abreast of the advanced 
techniques of fire fighting. 


The committee requests the acceptance of this report of progress, and 
asks to be continued.

FIRE ALARM COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE ON Fire ALARM EXTENSION APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE 34 
of the Annual Town Warrant of 1947 reports that the final step in rebuilding 
and modernizing the Natick Fire Alarm system has been completed, includ- 
ing an Alarm Control Room which comprises a modern ten (10) circuit 
system with necessary batteries, and an alarm circuit connecting the out- 
stations. The aerial wire throughout the town has been completely replaced 
or rebuilt. Underground cable has been installed wherever possible except 
westerly from North Main Street to Speen Street along the Worcester ‘Turn- 
pike. This latter work should be done if and when a new station is built in 
this section of the town. 


We now have on the system one hundred eighteen (118) boxes with 
seventy-three (73) phantom locations, which for the most part are in the 
newer sections of the town; and which should have boxes installed as rapidly 
as possible. It is recommended that ten (10) boxes a year be located. 

Another suggestion is that an addition be made to the Alarm Room to 
house the operation desk, taking the operator out of the Instrument and 
Battery Room. 

It is believed that the purpose for which the committee was appointed 
has been completed, and that the balance of the work should be done by the 
Fire Department along with its routine maintenance. Properly maintained, 
an extensive program such as this should never again be necessary.

DuRING THE PAST YEAR, THE LONG RANGE PLANNING. COMMITTEE CON- 
tinued to grow and progress.

While the committee has been forced to spend considerable effort on 
some of the more immediate problems facing Natick as they affect long range 
planning, it is the primary purpose of the committee to consider the factors 
of Natick’s future in a long range, comprehensive manner and to recommend 
a positive, effective program to aid and guide the orderly and intelligent

BUILDING DEPARTMENT STUDY COMMITTEE 


IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE VOTE OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF APRIL 
15, 1952 and the subsequent action of the moderator, your Committee has 
made a study of the office of Inspector of Buildings of the ‘Town of Natick. 


The Inspector of Buildings has been a part time position in this Depart- 
ment since its inception in 1929. During the decade preceding World War 
II, there is no evidence that the personnel available was not sufficient to meet 
the needs for the adequate recording and inspection as well as other duties 
of this Department. In 1941 and 1942 when a preview of Natick’s rapid 
growth was evident, the need of additional personnel was soon quite appar- 
ent. 
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The all-out war effort and curtailment of residential building delayed 
the full impact of this growth for four years. At this time the Department 
obtained a full time clerk and was thereby enabled to keep the records 
current. Field inspections were handled as time permitted. A deputy building 
inspector was appointed at a small salary but the Department Inspector was 
not able to use the Deputy as he did not do electrical inspections as well as 
construction ones. 

Your committee has endeavored to examine this situation objectively. 
With a residential building load of over 400 homes per year for the last three 
or four years, it is not difficult to see that this work on a part time basis was 
sumply impossible. The Towns of our comparative size with sub-division 
problems have not found a ready solution to their problems. Some have done 
nothing about it—others have made personnel increases. It is our feeling 
that something should be done. We also feel that the ‘Town should not at 
this time create a large Department of permanent employees to meet what 
may be a very temporary peak building boom.

The duties performed by this Department at this time should include 
the following: 


The issuance of permits and the supervision of the records of appli- 
cations. 

The care of the records of the Board of Appeals. 

Attendance at all Board of Appeal Meetings. 

Arrangement and attendance at this Board’s Public Hearings. 

The inspection of all phases of public building activities. 

The Building Inspector is the enforcing agent for the building code 
and the zoning by-laws and should be constantly alert for violations. 
The inspection of intersections for view obstruction. 

The inspection of buildings used by the Public for safety factors. 
The closing and posting of warnings when conditions are found to 
be unsatisfactory, and a report to selectmen. 

Issuance of all electrical permits. 

Approval of all alterations in wiring including the installation of 
electric ranges, hot water heaters, driers, etc. 

Approval of all gas installations including gas ranges, water heaters 
and central heating units. 

Enforcing plumbing regulations. 

Inspection of elevators. 

A thorough annual inspection of all rest homes, boarding houses and 
nursery homes. 


Attend all public hearings of Planning Board. 


This year the Town will receive approximately $12,000 in fees from 
this Department. The declared valuation of the new buildings was about $4,- 
500,000. About 2,000 permits were issued by this Department. 


While the sub-division building in Natick is expected to subside, there 
is no assurance that the individual lot building will and, if the demand for 
housing exists, this form of building could foreseeably increase as sub-division 
tapered off. 


In 1952 this type of building represented approximately 160 units or 
about 38% of Natick’s building. With a Town of over 6,500 homes, for the 
normal alterations and additions it is necessary to have a first class Depart- 
ment of Inspection of Buildings even with only a normal new building load. 


Your committee concludes that this will require several stages of transi- 
tion and recommends that the preliminary steps be as follows: 


1. That the position of Inspector of Buildings be placed on a full time 
basis and the Inspector shall be the head of and responsible for the Depart- 
ment. That the wage classification board set the salary and job classification. 


2. That a Deputy Building Inspector be appointed at a salary sufficient 
o2 


for his replacing the Building Inspector when on vacation or sick leave and 
that for his other inspections he be paid on a fee basis. 


3. ‘That the position of electrical inspector be established. That he be 
a licensed electrician appointed by and responsible to the Building Inspector 
and remunerated on a fee basis. 


4. ‘That a committee be appointed to revise and modernize the building 
code so that accepted new materials and methods of construction may be 
permitted and those which have already been found faulty are prohibited. 


5. ‘That if the recommendations of this committee are followed it or an- 
other committee be appointed to report at the next Annual Meeting.

STUDY OF DEAD-ENDING BACON STREET 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY THE MODERATOR TO STUDY AND REPORT ON 
the advisability of making the western extremity of Bacon Street dead end 
made several observation trips to the area and on January 5th held a Public 
Hearing in order to report the most recent consensus of the abutters in the 
area. 

It was a well attended hearing and the people living in this area pre- 
sented a petition which was signed by practically all the people living on 
Bacon Street west of North Main Street to the turnpike. In view of the width 
and contour of Bacon Street as it now stands there is a great deal of so-called 
short cut traffic using this thoroughfare. 

Your committee feels that Bacon Street should be dead ended with some 
arrangement to permit emergency entrance or exit of motor vehicles. The 
Safety Committee recommended this position last year and the unanimous 
request of all those at the hearing was for action to close Bacon Street. 

The construction of the Quartermasters Laboratory could add to this 
hazard to the abutters in the form of excessive through traffic and the Com- 
mittee feels that with highways of the type of our Worcester ‘Turnpike, traffic 
should be directed, whenever possible, to the cloverleaf intersections such as 
are available at North Main Street. 

The Committee has asked the Department of Public Works to prepare 
estimates for work to accomplish this closing of Bacon Street either on a per- 
manent or temporary basis.

REPORT OF TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, I submit 
herewith my report which covers the period from January 1, 1952 to Decem- 
ber olelyo7: 

All bills and payrolls presented during the year were checked for ac- 
curacy and legal requirements prior to approving them for payment and 
these payments amounted to $4,222,167.86 in 1952. The Treasurer’s receipts 
and expenditures were compared with the Accountant’s books and found to 
be correct. Monthly notice of appropriation condition was given to the 
various town officers on State approved forms. At the time of this report no 
bills remaining unpaid for 1952 have been submitted to the Town Account- 
ant. 


As required by law, I have audited the accounts of the Trustees of Public 
Trusts and have examined the securities held by them, all of which were 


found to be correct and the securities in proper order. The cash balances 
were verified by reconciliation of bank balances. The petty cash advances of 
the Tax Collector and of the School Committee were also checked, cash 
counted, and found to be correct. 

_ Notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1952 receipts, except from 
taxes, loans and trust funds, and the source of such receipts was specified. 
The actual collection in this group of receipts was $161,297.70 higher than 
the estimate used by the Assessors in determining the 1952 Tax Rate and was 
due primarily to a larger distribution of State ‘Taxes than was estimated by 
the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation, larger Welfare reimburse- 
ments and increased Motor Vehicle Excise collections. 


After the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in tabu- 
lated form showing amounts appropriated and amounts expended from 
each 1952 appropriation together with the departmental estimates for the 
year 1953 and copies were forwarded to the Finance Committee. The de- 
partmental requests for 1953 so-called budget appropriations are in excess of 
two and one-half million dollars and are 446 thousand dollars higher than 
the sums voted for these purposes at the 1952 Annual Town Meeting. Also, 
for the items provided for by Current Levy the 1953 requests are 382 thou- 
sand dollars higher than voted in the year 1952 and the maturing debt with 
interest falling due represents nearly 150 thousand dollars of this increase. 

The funded indebtedness of the town increased tremendously during 
1952 and has risen from $1,889,850 on December 31, 1951 to $3,143,050 
on December 31, 1952 with an additional loan authorization of $3,000,000 


as yet unissued and, when this is issued, our debt will be in excess of six 
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million dollars. ‘The repayment of these loans with interest thereon will 
substantially affect the amount of funds to be raised in each year to follow 
until these debts are discharged. 

On September 29th I notified the Selectmen and Finance Committee 
that the Town was spending more than a quarter of a million dollars each 
month and as the sum of 5'/ million dollars was still subject to expenditure 
from the 8144 millions made available it seemed advisable that every possible 
effort should be made to assure economical management and fiscal prudence 
in order that this huge sum of money may be carefully and well spent and 
also requesting that as much of the appropriations as economically practical 
should be turned back for reappropriation at future town meetings as an 
offset to the ever increasing cost of municipal government in our town. This 
notice was endorsed by the Selectmen and the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and distributed to all town officers charged with the expenditure of 
town funds. At the end of 1952 there was $68,783.49 of the so-called budget 
revenue appropriations turned back and this was double the amount turned 
back a year ago and two and one-half times greater than the average of the 
previous eight years. 

At the start of the year 1952 there were 625 thousand dollars of un- 
expended special appropriations balances brought forward from 1951. ‘The 
amount of these balances brought forward to 1953 from 1952 is one million 
eighty-three thousand dollars. ‘These appropriation balances, 1952 unissued 
3 million dollar loan authorization, budget appropriations and special articles 
to be voted in 1953 together with the various revolving funds will, no doubt, 
make available about 7 million dollars for expenditure in 1953. Once again 
it is suggested that careful consideration be given in the expenditure of this 
huge sum of money. 


As of December 31, 1952 the available ‘‘Free Cash” amounts to $312,- 
252.83 which is subject to certification of availability by the Director of 
Accounts before any of it can be voted at the Town Meetings. This unusually 
high figure results from the large excess collections in Estimated Receipts, 
the higher than usual sum of unexpended appropriation balances returned 
to Revenue, and the continued high percentage of collected local taxes. 


The following recommendations are made: (1) That serious thought 
be given to our increasing debt obligations; (2) That careful study be given 
to large capital outlays particularly as to their effect on future operating 
costs; (3) That all bills be submitted promptly to the Town Accountant in 
order that not one penny of discount may be lost to the Town; (4) That the 
Town By-laws relative to the obtaining of bids for all purchases in excess of 
$300 be adhered to by all departments; (5) That all contracts be filed with 
the Town Accountant as required by law; (6) That the available ‘Free 
Cash” be used wisely.

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Article 2. To see if the town will vote to amend its By-Laws in Section 1, 
Personnel Board, of Article VI-A Employee Classification and Pay Plan, by adding at 
the end thereof, substantially the following:—-Each term of office shall expire on 
April oe except that an incumbent shall continue to serve until his successor is ap- 
pointed. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 1 of Article VI-A 
of the Employees Classification and Pay Plan adopted by the Town at the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1951 to read as follows: There shall be a Personnel Board con- 
sisting of five (5) persons responsible for the administration and maintenance of this 
Classification and Pay Plan.

At the expiration of each term of office, appointments and 
elections shall be for two (2) years each, except the chairman, which shall be for one 
(1) year. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money to per- 
mit the increase of salaries or compensation of all town employees, and take any action 
necessary therefor by way of amendment to the By-Law establishing the official pay 
plan under Section XIV of Article VI-A of the Town’s By-Law, or otherwise act 
thereon. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to amend section XIV of the Employees 
Classification and Pay Plan adopted by the Town at the Annual Town Meeting of 
1951 to read as follows: On original appointment to a department, the maximum 
salary in that particular grade shall be reached in three (3) years.

To see if the Town will vote to fix the salary and compensation of 
all elective officers of the Town as provided by Section 108 of Chapter 41, General 
Laws, as amended. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate an additional sum of 
money to be used with the sum appropriated by the vote under Article 1 of the 
Warrant for the Special Town Meeting held on May 2, 1950, to be used with federal 
funds authorized by Public Law 725 (79th Congress) and by Public Law 380 (81st 
Congress), and any other funds to erect and equip a structural addition to the 
Leonard Morse Hospital; increasing the floor space thereof; and will vote to raise 
the money, in whole or in part, out of current tax levy, or by transfer from available 
funds, or by borrowing, within or outside its debt limit in an amount and for any 
period authorized by general or special law, or otherwise act thereon.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 1952 
SECOND SESSION, MARCH 11, 1952 


This meeting was held at the Colonial Theatre and at the Senior High School 
auditorium, which two places were connected by means of a public address system 
and loud speakers so that the proceedings in both places could be heard and par- 
ticipated in by all the voters present in both places. 

Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7:30 P. M. and stated that there 
was a Quorum present. 

Invocation was delivered by Rev. Neil R. Howard. 

Voted, to waive the reading of the Warrant Articles. 

The following Resolution was presented by Mr. Edward R. Noyes and unani- 
mously adopted: 

Whereas: On the seventh day of October, nineteen hundred and fifty-one, 

Martin Thomas Hall passed away, the citizens of Natick, in Town Meeting 
assembled, hereby pay tribute. 
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Martin Thomas Hall was born December 23, 1877. By his industry 
and perseverance he graduated from Harvard College in 1901 and from 
Harvard Law School in 1903. He served in the Massachusetts General 
Court in 1906 and 1907 and as United States Commissioner from March 
31, 1942 until his death. 

He was first elected to serve as Town Moderator at the Annual Meet- 
ing in 1913 and served continuously until illness prevented in 1951. 

He served his country, his state and most of all his Town. His stead- 
fastness, wisdom and faithfulness gave substance to his work. His kindli- 
ness, humaneness and sincerity inspired a spirit for service in those who 
knew him. 

His life furnishes an example of immortality which we can all under- 
stand. His character and inspiration influencing so many, and many so 
deeply, will go on from generation to generation. 


Now, therefore, be it Resolved: 


That the citizens of Natick rise. .... and pay final tribute to the memory 
of Martin Thomas Hall, a faithful, loving and devoted son, husband and 
father, a sincere and true friend, and exemplary citizen.

Res- 
taurants, establishments requiring a common victualer’s license shall provide 
off-street parking space equivalent to one space per table and/or four chairs 
or stools; all other establishments shall provide off-street parking space ade- 
quate for the nature of the establishments and not less than twice the area 
occupied by buildings or structures thereon; hand vote, with tellers; yeas 163, 
nays 10.

After duly advertising in the local papers on November 22, 1951 and 
November 29, 1951, in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Build- 
ing Code, the Planning Board held a Public Hearing on January 4, 1952 at 
the American Legion Building, Natick, Mass.

4.4.4 — Side Yards. 


In all residence districts every dwelling hereafter erected shall have a 
side yard along each lot line other than a street or rear line—the minimum 
of which between the furthermost extension of the building and the lot line 
shall be at least one-third the height of the building and in no case less than 
twelve feet.

4.4.5 — Structures allowed in yards. 

Accessory buildings or structures not over one story or 15 feet high 
may be erected in rear or side yards, but shall not cover more than 30 
percent of the area of any such yard. They shall not extend nearer than 30 
feet to the street line. Where a front yard abuts on a street corner no bank- 
ing, fence shrubbery or other object within 15 feet thereof shall be main- 
tained more than 4 feet above the street grade at said corner.

Lots hereafter laid out for dwellings in Single family Residence District 
S-A shall contain at least 10,000 square feet each, in Single-family Residence 
Districts S-B and S-C shall contain at least 40,000 and 20,000 square feet 
each respectively, and in the General Residence Districts shall contain at 
least 9,500 square feet each, except that buildings of multiple occupancy 
other than hotels shall have lots which measure not less than 2,500 square 
feet per family or housing unit, e. g., an eight family apartment or rooming 
house or an 8 unit tourist cabin shall require a minimum of 20,000 square 
feet; and further except that each two family shall have at least 10,000 
square foot lot. 

No lot shall have a street frontage of less than 80 feet and in Single 
Family Residence S-A and S-B and S-C the minimum street frontage shall 
be 90 feet and 140 feet and 110 feet respectively.

(e) Worcester Street (Turnpike-Route 9) Provision for off-street park- 
ing facilities in abutting areas zoned for business or manufacturing uses. 
Restaurants, establishments requiring a common victualer’s license shall pro- 
vide off-street parking space equivalent to one space per table and/or four 
chairs or stools: all other establishments shall provide off-street parking 
space adequate for the nature of the establishment and not less than twice 
the area occupied by buildings or structures thereon.

4. Analyses and recommendations with respect to factors involved in and 
action needed or warranted for more rapid and substantial industrial 
and commercial development of maximum value to the Town, together 
with provisions for continuing action by the Town to bring about such 
development;
